Mr. Reitenour stated that there would be no financial report for 
December because the library's accounting system computer has been out 
of order for more than a week and is in Indianapolis being repaired. 
The December report will be prepared as soon as the computer is back in 
service.

The director then presented his report, assisted by Mr. Fortriede. 


Circulation of library materials for the year 1988 totaled 
2,951,711, an increase of 1.3 percent over 1987. Reference 
questions answered totaled 280,333, a decrease of 9.4 percent over 
the preceding year. The decrease may be explained in part by the 
fact that some new information technology products enable library 
patrons to obtain more information on their own. Librarians, 
therefore, are consulted less frequently but the questions they do 
receive tend to be more complex, requiring more time and 
professional expertise to answer. 


Planning for the capital improvement project is moving on 
schedule. Bi-weekly meetings are being held with the architect 

4 teams for the various project groups. Conceptual studies for the 
southwest, north, Tecumseh, and New Haven branches have progressed 
to the point where a presentation to the Facilities and Branch 
Development Committee can be scheduled in the near future. 


At the main library, architects and engineers are studying the 
building and reviewing all items identified in the facilities 
survey. Other major issues at the main Library include the need 
to expand the Genealogy Department, reorganize the main library 
circulation desk, and redesign the main floor layout. Elimination 
of the card catalog at a future date will permit relocation of 
service desks. There is also a need to consolidate reference 
materials so they are convenient for staff and patron use. If 
short term public parking is provided in the rear of the building, 
the entrance near the auditorium will become a major traffic point 
and this has implications for the design of the main floor service 
points and collections. 


The remaining nine branches are being reviewed one by one by the 
architect team. As specific plans are developed, approvals are 
sought by the architects from the owner team. All architect teams 
feel that they are well within the established timetable. 


As to the automation project, retrospective conversion work by 
AMIGOS is to be completed January 28. Loading of tapes into the 
library's computer will begin as soon as they are received. 
Planning has begun on the labeling and linking phase of the 
project which will be contracted to temporary help agencies.

WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of Allen County Public Library, 
Allen County, Indiana now finds that an emergency exists for the 
borrowing of money with which to meet the expenses of the Allen 
County Public Library that will be incurred in 1989, to be paid 
from the General Fund of said Allen County Public Library, which 
expenses must be met prior to the receipt of the June, 1989 and 
December, 1989, settlements and distribution of taxes for the 
year, 1988, payable in 1989: and 


WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees of Allen County Public Library now 
finds that the net assessed valuation of the taxable property in 
the taxing district, as shown by the assessment made for state and 
county taxes in the year 1988, for the taxes payable in the year 
1989, is in the approximate amount of $1,654,277,840.00, and that 
the levy for collection in the year 1989, is $0.3709 (est) for the 
General Fund of Allen County Public Library on each $100.00, 
taxable valuation, which is estimated to produce at least 
$6,135,390.00 in the General Fund, at the June and December 
settlement and distribution of taxes in 1989, and the Director 
presented to the Board his recommendation that temporary loans be 
made for the General Fund in the amount and subject to the terms 
hereinafter set forth; 


« NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Board of Trustees, of Allen 
County Public Library, Allen County, Indiana, that a temporary 
loan or loans be made for and on behalf of the General Fund of 
said Allen County Public Library in the amount not to excess of 
$2,000,000.00, all of the proceeds of which loan shall be placed 
in the General Fund, and shall be used for meeting expenses of 
budget and appropriations adopted for the year, 1989, which 
expenses must be met prior to the June and December settlements 
and distributions of taxes in the year 1989. 


Such temporary loan or loans to the General Fund shall be 
evidenced by warrants of Allen County Public Library, dated as of 
the date of delivery thereof in such denomination or denominations 
as shall be requested by the purchasers, numbered consecutively 
from one up, bearing interest at a rate to be determined by 
bidding, which interest shall be payable at the time of the 
payment of the principal of said warrants, and said warrants for 
the General Fund shall mature and be payable as follows: warrants 
shall be pre-payable at any time pursuant to the tax covenants 
approved hereafter, but in no case shall they mature after 
December 31, 1989. 


Interest shall be calculated on a 365 day basis. A sufficient 
amount of the revenue of Allen County Public Library to be derived 
from the General Fund levy is hereby appropriated and pledged for 
> payment of the principal and interest amounts of said warrants to 
be issued for the General Fund at maturity on account of taxes for 
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5 said General Fund and for the year 1988, collectible in the year, 
1989. The Treasurer of said Board is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay the principal and interest amounts of the General 
Fund warrants out of the tax revenues of the General Fund. The 
warrants for the General Fund will be delivered on or about 
January 26, 1989, and thereafter as the accumulated cash deficit 
as hereinafter defined may require up to and including 
$2,000,000.00. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, by the Board of Trustees of Allen County 
Library, Allen County, Indiana, that the temporary loan warrants 
for the General Fund of Allen County Public Library heretofore 
authorized shall be in such form and be delivered, as set forth in 
this Resolution. 

Said warrants shall be payable at Summit Bank, Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, or at such other bank in Allen County, Indiana, as the 
purchaser or purchasers shall designate. Each of said warrants 
shall, on the face thereof, indicate that said warrant is issued 
and payable out to the General Fund. 


All warrants shall be issued in substantially the following form, 
all blanks to be filled in prior to delivery.

It is hereby certified that, in the execution of this warrant, all 
provisions of the Constitution and statutes of the State of 
Indiana, relating thereto, have been complied with, that the

The Director presented to the Board proofs of publication of the notice 
of the solicitation of bids for providing short term financing for the 
General Fund, such notice having been published in the Fort Wayne News 
Sentinel and in the Fort Wayne Journal Gazette on December 20, 1988, 
and on December 27, 1988. These proofs of publication were found to be 
sufficient and in compliance with the law and were ordered filed. The 
Director announced to the Board that he had opened the bids received 
for the short term financing for the General Fund in an amount not to 
exceed $2,000,000.00, on January 18, at 3:00 p.m., which were as set 
forth below.

Upon motion duly made, seconded, and unanimously carried, the Board of 
Trustees awarded the temporary loan warrants for the General Fund in 
the total amount not to exceed $2,000,000.00, as follows: The full 
principal amount, over the entire term, with an interest rate of 7.24%, 
to Summit Bank. 


The Director next indicated that said Form Temporary Loan Warrants 
would be issued as accumulated debt would require. The Board directed 
and authorized the Treasurer to execute and the Director to attest, on 
or about January 26, 1989 and thereafter as needed, warrants up to and 
including $2,000,000.00 to evidence said temporary loan. 


The Board further reviewed the tax covenants and warrants proposed to 
control the issuance of said warrants which covenants and warrants were 
then made of record. The Board on motion duly made, seconded, and 
unanimously passed, approved and adopted said warranties and covenants 
and authorized the Treasurer to execute same on behalf of the Allen 
County Public Library. 


d In order to preserve the exclusion of interest on the warrants from 

£ gross income for federal income tax purposes and as an inducement to 
purchasers of the warrants, the Allen County Public Library by its 
Board of Trustees further represents, covenants and agrees that: 


(a) No other person or entity, other than the Allen County Public 
Library or another governmental unit, will use proceeds of the warrants 
or property financed by the warrant proceeds other than as a member of 
the general public. No person or entity other than the Allen County 
Public Library or another governmental unit will own property finance 
by warrant proceeds or will have actual or beneficial use of such 
property pursuant to a lease, a management or incentive payment 
contract or any other type or arrangement that differentiates that 
person's or entity's use of such property from the use by the public at 
large. 


(b) No warrant proceeds will be loaned to any entity or person. No 
warrant proceeds will be transferred, directly or indirectly, or deemed 
transferred to a non-governmental person in any manner that would in 
substance constitute a loan of the warrant proceeds. 


(c) The Allen County Public Library will, to the extent necessary to 
preserve the exclusion of interest on the warrants from gross income 
for federal income tax purposes, rebate all required arbitrage profits 
on warrant proceed or other moneys treated as warrant proceeds to the 
federal government as provided in Section 148 of the Internal Revenue 

J Code of 1986, and will set aside such moneys in a Rebate Account to be 
held by the Treasurer in trust for such purpose. 
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(d) The Allen County Public Library will file an information report 
with the Internal Revenue Service as required by Section 149 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986. 


(e) The Allen County Public Library will not take any action nor fail 
to take any action with respect to the warrants that would result in 
the loss of the exclusion from gross income for federal income tax 
purposes of interest on the warrants pursuant to Section 103 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as existing on the date of issuance of 
the warrants, nor will with Allen County Public Library act in any 
other manner which would adversely affect such exclusion. 


The Allen County Public Library represents that bonds, warrants, and 
other evidence of indebtedness issued by it or on its behalf, during 
calendar year 1989 will be less than $10,000,000.00 principal amount 

of tax-exempt obligations. This amount includes all obligations issued 
by, or on behalf of the Allen County Public Library, including building 
corporation bonds. The Allen County Public Library hereby designates 
the warrants as qualified obligations pursuant to Section 265 (b) (3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, relating to the disallowance of 
100% of the deduction for interest expense allocable to tax-exempt 
obligations acquired after August 7, 1986. 


Mr. Krull presented and reviewed contracts that have been received for 

€ components of the library's 1989 employee benefit program, including 
the following: Physician's Health Plan - Health and Major Medical 
Coverage; Mutual Benefit Life - Term Life and Disability Coverage; 
Benefit Consultants Inc. - Consultation with library administration on 
all aspects of the library's benefits program. Mrs. Koehlinger moved 
that the contracts with the foregoing firms be approved and the motion 
carried. Final contracts have not yet been received from Mutual 
Benefit Life for dental coverage and from First Penn Pacific Life 
Insurance Company for optional life insurance coverage to be offered to 
those staff members who elect it, payable by the employee. 


Mrs. Koehlinger moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-4. 
"Resolution to Approve a Contract With the Indiana State Library For 
Administration of a Major Urban Resource Library (MURL) Grant Under the 
Library Services and Construction Act in the Amount of $13,148." The 
motion carried and the resolution so adopted is appended to and made a 
part of these minutes. 


Mr. Carmean moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-5, "Resolution to 
Request an Advance on Tax Money Collected for Distribution to the Allen 
County Public Library." The motion carried and the resolution so 
adopted is appended to and made a part of these minutes. 


Mr. Krull presented a contract for the purchase of real estate at the 
southwest corner of Coldwater and Dupont Roads from Rogers Markets, 

» Inc. for the site of the new north branch library. The price for the 
1.5 acre site is $100,000.

That inquiry, 
formulated by Municipal Consultants, Inc. in the form of a request 
for proposals (RFP), was distributed to thirteen investment 
banking firms on December 19, 1988. 


Six firms responded. After due consideration and evaluation the 
working group chose two respondents to interview, principally 
based on financial factors. 


In the rational evaluation of the Respondent interviews, there are 
certain objective and subjective criteria to consider that take 
precedence in determining cost and risk to the board.

Absent: Mr. Andorfer. 


Bernard Perry of Municipal Consultants, Inc., the library's financial 
adviser, reported on further studies of the proposals of Summers & 
Company and Raffensperger Hughes to provide investment banking services 
for the library's proposed capital improvement project. Mr. Perry 
stated that after interviewing these two firms on February 17, 1989, 
Municipal Consultants felt that further clarifications were needed to 
make a recommendation. 


Accordingly, each of the firms was asked to respond with debt service 
schedules which levelized annual tax rate requirements by including in 
their calculations presently outstanding general obligation bonds of 
the library. Both were further requested to quote interest cap 
guarantees based on the same index, and to recognize the full 
participation by the board and Municipal Consultants in preparation and 
approval of disclosure documents and financing structures. Both 
respondents cooperated with these requests. 


Mr. Perry stated his opinion that, based upon the objective factors 
used in the evaluation process, namely, total lease payments required, 
indexed interest rate guarantee, credit assumptions, underwriter's 
discount, and financial responsibility, there is not enough difference 
in economic proposals to make a definitive choice. He then recommended 
that, since both respondents appear qualified in terms of demonstrated 
commitment and capability to undertake this financing, the board select 
the local investment banker, Summers & Company. 


Mr. Carmean then moved, "that the recommendation of Municipal 
Consultants be accepted, and that Summers & Company be selected as the 
investment banker for the library's capital improvement project." The 
motion carried. 


There being no further business to come before the board, the meeting 
adjourned at 10:10 a.m.

; REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull read a portion of a newsletter from the Foundation Center in 
which the Allen County Public Library is recognized for its excellent 
service as a member of the Foundation Center's cooperating collection 
network. The newsletter singles out Laura McCaffery and other members 
of the library's Readers' Services department for their outstanding 
work. Mr. Krull also shared an evaluation of a Children's Services 
program presented at Canterbury School. The evaluation praised 
children's librarian Phyllis Sherwin, and the whole Children's Services 
staff for their outstanding efforts to provide top quality library 
service to school children. 


Mr. Krull reported on the survey of the library's collections made by 

conservation and preservation consultant Nancy Schrock, of Winchester, 
Massachusetts. The study was paid for by the Friends of the Library. 

Mrs. Schrock generally gave the library high marks for proper handling 
and shelving practices and environmental controls. A brief summary of 
her findings is as follows. 


"Allen County Public Library already has in place several of 
the components of a preservation program, although these are 
not formally coordinated by a preservation administrator. 
The strongest areas are: 


Environmental control - being handled with the current 
4 building renovations. 
Disaster preparedness - in draft stage 


Collections maintenance encompasses several operations with 
varying levels of success: 


Storage and shelving - excellent storage and shelving 
conditions overseen by a good staff 

Commercial binding - long history of financial support, but 
current contract does not reflect new standards and 
rebinding does not always contribute to the long-term 
preservation of books 

In-house repair - inadequate 

Conservation of materials with artifactual value - limited 


Not being handled at all: 
Brittle books 
Preservation microfilming 


The areas of weakness center around the physical treatment of 
materials. The Library needs to develop alternative methods of 
handling damaged books that are related to the long-term value of 
the items to the collections. This will involve adding new staff 
who can repair material, training circulation staff to recognize 
problems, incorporating a knowledge of preservation into 

‘ collections decisions.

The various components of preservation activities need to be 
incorporated into a written preservation policy for the Allen 
County Public Library that will establish priorities and set goals 
for both circulating and research collections over the coming 
years."

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Michael Clegg gave a report on library measures through the month of 
May, 1989. 


Mr. Krull presented the following proposed budget timetable, which was 
approved by consent of the board. 


July 27 Board approves Library Budget Estimate and Tax Rates. 


August 4 First publication of Notice to Taxpayers of Budget 
Estimates and Tax Rates. 


August 11 Second publication of Notice to Taxpayers of Budget

August 17 Public Hearing on budget. 


August 24 Board adopts Resolution of Appropriations, files 
Budget Submission Letter and Certificate, and 
Certificate and Resolution of Tax Rates with county 
auditor. 


Alma L. Wilhoit, of the Processing Department, will retire at the end 
of June after 24 years of service to the library. The board expressed 
their desire to put in place a system for recognizing employees for 
their service to the library. Mr. Krull stated that plannning for such 
system is currently underway. 


RECEIPT AND ACCEPTANCE OF PETITION FOR THE LEASE OF RENOVATIONS AND NEW 
CONSTRUCTION FOR THE ALLEN COUNTY PUBLIC LIBRARY 


G. William Fishering, of Beers, Mallers, Backs, Salin and Larmore, bond 
counsel to the library, presented a certificate of the Allen County 
Auditor regarding a Petition for the Lease of Renovations and New 
Construction for the Allen County Public Library. Thirty counterparts 
of the petition were examined by the auditor, all of which were 
verified by affidavits of owners of taxable real estate located within 
Allen County. The petition was signed by 703 owners of taxable real 
estate located in Allen County. On motion of Mr. McMahan the board 
acknowledged receipt of, and accepted the petition. 


INTRODUCTION OF LEASE AND LETTER AGREEMENT 


O. Roderick Wilson, of Summers and Company, introduced and reviewed for 
the board a draft of a proposed lease and letter agreement between the 
Allen County Public Library and the ACPL Building Corporation. Mr. 
Wilson also explained several options for lease payment schedules and 
the board concurred with his recommendation for a payment schedule that 
would keep the library's aggregate debt service tax rate relatively 
level through the life of the lease, and pay off the total obligation

in approximately fifteen years. On motion of Mr. McMahan the board 
approved the lease and letter agreement as presented. 


PUBLIC HEARING ON PROPOSED ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS 


Mr. Carmean opened the meeting for public comment on proposed 
additional appropriations in the amount of $3,250,000. Mr. Fishering 
explained that, as part of the lease financing arrangement to be 
considered by the board, certain revenues would be received by the 
library by conveyance of property to the ACPL Building Corporation, and 
that to be expended for the purposes of the capital improvement 
project, these funds must be appropriated. No comments or questions 
were raised by the individuals in attendance at the meeting. Mr. 
Carmean therefore declared the public hearing to be closed.

THIS CONTRACT OF LEASE (hereinafter called "Lease") made and entered 
into as of the 13th day of July, 1989, between ACPL Bldg. Corp. (hereinafter 
with its successors and assigns as provided by this Lease called "Lessor"), 
a corporation duly organized and existing under the laws of the State of 
Indiana and qualified to do business in said State, and Allen County Public 
Library (hereinafter called "Library"). 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, 1I.C. 36-1-10 provides for the leasing of buildings by 
Libraries of the State of Indiana from corporations organized under the laws 
of the State of Indiana or duly admitted to do business in that State, under 
certain terms and conditions provided in said Act, including the provision 
for the title to the building leased to the Library to vest in said Library 
at the conclusion of the lease term with the Library required to make an 
annual appropriation and a tax levy at a rate to provide sufficient money to 
pay the rental payments under such lease; and 


WHEREAS, I.C. 20-14-10 provides for the provision and maintenance by 
libraries of library buildings and branches, including improvements thereto 
and extensions thereof; and 


WHEREAS, after investigation, the Library has determined that a need 
exists for the Project as hereinafter defined; and 


WHEREAS, the plans and specifications referred to in Section 4.2 of 
this Lease have been heretofore received and approved by the Library and 
have also been submitted to and approved by such state and county agencies 
as are designated by law to pass on plans and specifications for library 
buildings or library building additions; and 


WHEREAS, the Library and Lessor each have full right and lawful 
authority to enter into this Contract of Lease (hereinafter when the context 
permits, references herein to this Lease shall be deemed to include 
amendments hereto) and to perform and observe the provisions hereof on their 
respective parts to be performed and observed. 


NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual 
covenants hereinafter contained, the parties hereto covenant, agree and bind 
themselves as follows:

DEFINITIONS 


In addition to the words and temns elsewhere defined in this Lease, the 
following words and terms as used in this Lease shall have the following 
meanings unless the context or use indicates another or different meaning or 
intent and such definitions shall be equally applicable to both the singular 
and plural forms of any of the words and terms herein defined. 


"Act" means I.C. 36-1-10. 


"Additional Payments" means the amounts required to be paid by the 
provisions of Section 3.2 hereof. 


"Authorized Library Representative" means the person at the time 
designated to act on behalf of the Library by written certificate furnished 
to Lessor, containing the specimen signature of such person and signed on 
behalf of the Library by the President or Secretary of the Legislative 
Authority. Such certificate may designate an alternate or alternates who 
shall have the same authority, duties and powers as the Authorized Library 
Representative. 


"Authorized Lessor Representative" means the person at the time 
designated to act on behalf of Lessor by written certificate furnished to 
the Library, containing the specimen signature of such person and signed on 
behalf of Lessor by its President or a Vice President. Such certificate may 
designate an alternate or alternates who shall have the same authority, 
duties and powers as the Authorized Lessor Representative. 


"Completion Date" for each Phase of the Project means the date 
specified in the certificate of the Authorized Lessor Representative to be 
furnished pursuant to Section 4.3 hereof. 


"Contingency" means the sum of $ which is included in the 
Original Purchase Price and which is to be used to pay for any increases in 
construction cost due to changes, modifications or additions to the 
construction contracts or the Plans and Specifications. 


"Engineer" means an engineer or engineering firm or an architect or 
architectural firm qualified to practice the profession of engineering or 
architecture under the laws of the State and who or which is not a full-time 
employee of Lessor or the Library. 


"Independent Counsel" means any attorney duly admitted to practice law 
before the highest court of any state and not a full-time emplovee of Lessor 
or the Library. 


"Insurance Consultant" means a recognized independent insurance 
consultant qualified under the laws of the State and satisfactory to the 
Library and the Lessor. 


"Interest Rate for Advances" means a rate which is one percent in 
excess of the interest rate then charged by ,aOLrt 


Wayne, Indiana, to its most creditworthy commercial borrowers in its lending 
capacity as a bank. 


"Leased Premises" means the Leased Real Property and the Project. 


"Lease Purposes" means the constructing, equipping and leasing of new 
library branch buildings in Aboite Township and in Washington Township, 
Allen County, Indiana; and the constructing, equipping and leasing of 
improvements by renovation and remodeling of the main library branch, 900 
Webster Street, Fort Wayne, Indiana; all to be used by the Library and to be 
operated as part of the Allen County Public Library, together with related 
and incidental uses. 


"Leased Real Property" means the interests in real estate described in 
Exhibit B hereto, together with any substitutions or additions thereto but 
less any removals therefrom from time to time as provided for in this Iease. 


"Lease Term" means the period commencing on the Completion Date and 
ending on the Termination Date. 


"Legislative Authority" means the Board of Trustees of the Library. 


"Letter Agreement" means the agreement between Lessor and the Library 
dated as of June 25, 1989, in the form of a letter from Lessor accepted by 
the Library, setting forth the Lessor's proposal to improve by renovation 
and remodeling and lease the Project and formulae for adjusting Option Price 
and Rent. 


"Notice Address" means:

"Original Purchase Price" as shown on Exhibit A hereto means the sum of 
$8,000,000. 


"Phase I" means the portion of the Project relating to the real and 
personal property identified in Phase I of Exhibit B and Exhibit C hereto 
(the renovations and remodeling of the Main Library Branch). 


"Phase II" means the portion of the Project relating to the real and 
personal property identified in Phase II of Exhibit B and Exhibit C hereto 
(the construction of two new branches). 


"Phase I Architect" means Gibson Tourney Kim, Inc., 519 Tennessee 
Ave., Fort Wayne, Indiana 46805 who have prepared the plans’ and 
specifications for the construction of Phase I of the Project. 


"Phase II Architect" means Moake Associates, Inc., 927 S. Harrison 
St., Fort Wayne, Indiana 46802 who have prepared the plans’ and 
specifications for the construction of Phase II of the Project. 


"Plans and Specifications" means for each Phase, the plans. and 
specifications for the Project prepared by the Phase I Architect and the 
Phase II Architect, respectively, and now on file with the Library, as 
changed from time to time as in this Lease provided. 


"Project" means the real, personal or real and personal property 
identified in Exhibit C hereto or in or pursuant to any amendments hereto 
or in the certificate given pursuant to Section 4.3 hereof, or acquired, 
constructed or installed as replacement or substitution therefor or addition 
thereto. 


"Rent" means the Rent payable pursuant to Section 3.1 hereof and as set 
forth in Exhibit A hereto. Rent may be adjusted in accordance with the 
terms of the Letter Agreement. Rent, as adjusted, shall be set forth in the 
applicable space in Exhibit A hereto. 


"Rent Cure Period" means a period of three calendar days commencing 
with the day on which Lessor gives notice to the Library of failure of the 
Library to pay the Rent. 


"Rental Payment Date" means July 12, 1990; and January 12, 1991 or on 
the substantial Completion Date, whichever is later; and each July 12 and 
January 12 thereafter as set forth on Exhibit A hereto. 


"Required Property Insurance Coverage" means a policy or policies of 
insurance against physical loss or damage to the Leased Premises, however 
caused, with such exceptions only as are ordinarily required by insurers of 
buildings or facilities of a similar type, in an amount equal to 105% of the 
full replacement cost of the Leased Premises. The full replacement cost of 
the Leased Premises shall be certified by an Insurance Consultant at the 
Library's expense on or before the effective date of this Lease, and 
thereafter, if requested by Lessor on or before the first day of January of 
each year, shall be certified by the Authorized Library Representative at 
the Library's expense and setting forth the method or methods by which such 
replacement cost was determined. If approved by Lessor, such policy or 
policies may provide for such deductible amounts as are then customary for 
libraries of the State leasing buildings or building additions under leases 
Similar to this Lease. 


"Required Public Liability Insurance" means such insurance in a minimum 
amount of $1,000,000 ccmbined single limit of liability protection for 
death, bodily injury or property damage resulting from each occurrence, 
provided, however, the the policy or policies of such insurance may provide 
for such deductible amounts as are then customary for libraries of the State 
leasing buildings or county building additions under leases similar to this 
Tease, and further provided that the minimum amounts of coverage shall be, 


and any deductible amount may be, increased as recommended by an Insurance 
Consultant who shall annually, or for such longer interval specified by the 
Library and approved by Lessor, review such coverage and advise the Librarv 
of increases in the amount of coverage required therein in order to protect 
adequately the financial position of the Library and Lessor. 


"Required Rental Value Insurance Coverage" means a rent or rental value 
insurance policy (i) in an amount equal to four semiannual Rent payments and 
(ii) to the extent that the Library, using its best efforts, can obtain 
such coverage, in an additional amount equal to the expenses, as estimated 
by the Library, of operating and maintaining the Leased Premises for a 
period of two years. Such policy shall insure against loss of Rent and the 
expenses of the Lessor operating and maintaining the Ieased Premises during 
a period in which the Rent of the Library is abated as a result of physical 
loss or damage to the Leased Premises, however caused, with such exceptions 
only as are ordinarily required by insurers of buildings or facilities of a 
Similar type. 


"State" means the State of Indiana. 


"Termination Date" means the earlier of (i) the date of termination of 
this Lease by Lessor pursuant to Section 8.9 hereof, (ii) the day on which 
Lessor's title to the Leased Premises vests in the Library pursuant to 
Section 11.4 hereof, including any renewals of this Lease pursuant to 
Section 11.1 hereof, or (iii) the day following the final date for payment 
of the option price and delivery of documents as provided in Section 11.3 
hereof and is expected to be June 27, 2010. 


Any reference herein to the Library or its Legislative Authority shall 
include those which succeed to their functions, duties or responsibilities 
pursuant to or by operation of law or who are lawfully performing their 
functions. Any reference herein to Lessor shall include any individual, 
corporation, association, partnership or other entity which succeeds to 
Lessor's rights and obligations under this Lease by reason of conveyance, 
assignment or other transfer or by operation of law. Any reference to a 
section or provision of the Constitution of the State or to a section, 
provision or chapter of the Indiana Code shall include such section or 
provision or chapter as from time to time amended, modified, revised, 
supplemented or superseded.

ARTICLE IT 


LEASED PREMISES — TERM OF LEASE — 


PURPOSES 
Section 2.1. Leased Premises and Possession. Lessor, in 


consideration of the rents, covenants and agreements herein stated, agrees 
to and does hereby lease to the Library, and the Library does hereby lease 
from Lessor, for the Lease Term subject to the provisions of this Lease, the 
Leased Premises. 


TO HAVE AND TO HOLD the Leased Premises unto the Library for the Lease 
Term. 


Possession of the Leased Premises shall be delivered to and accepted by 
the Library on delivery of Lessor's certificate pursuant to Section 4.3 of 
this Lease. 


Section 2.2. Use of Leased Premises. (a) The Library will use and 
occupy the Leased Premises for the Lease Purposes. The Library does not now 
know of any reason why the Leased Premises will not be so used and occupied 
by it fram receipt of possession to the Termination Date and any extensions 
and renewals of this Lease and now anticipates that it will be so used and 
occupied. Failure to use and occupy as aforesaid shall in no way abate or 
reduce Rent payable under this Lease and shall not be deemed a breach of 
this Lease in any respect so long as the other agreements and covenants of 
this Lease are fulfilled. 


(b) The Library has not entered into and will not enter into any 
contract which is unlike contracts for the general public use of or service 
from the Leased Premises whereby any private person will be a lessee or 
tenant of any portion of the Leased Premises or manage any operation within 
the Leased Premises. The Project shall be used for public purposes of all 
kinds. For purposes of this Section, "private person" means any natural 
person or any artificial person, including a corporation, partnership, trust 
or other entity, and any affiliated or related entity thereto, that is not a 
governmental unit and that is not acting solely as an officer or employee of 
the Library. 


(c) The Library hereby covenants that it, either alone or acting 
through its Trustees, shall not enter into any other agreements with any 
private person, unless the Library obtains a written opinion of 
nationally—recognized bond counsel that such agreement will not affect the 
exclusion from gross income for federal tax purposes of the interest 
component of payments under the Lease.

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ARTICLE: III 


RENT AND ADDITIONAL PAYMENTS 


Section, S21: 7 Rent. The Library shall pay Rent in advance on each 
Rental Payment Date in the amount set forth after the applicable Rental 
Payment Date in Exhibit A hereto; provided, however, that the amount of Rent 
payable on each Rental Payment Date may be adjusted by virtue of the 
adjustment of Rent in accordance with the terms of the Letter Agreement. 
The Library shall be entitled to a credit against the installment of Rent 
next required to be paid to the extent that moneys in the Certificate Fund 
created under the Indenture are available for that purpose. 


section 3.25) “Additional ' Payments. The Library agrees to make 
Additional Payments to Lessor as follows: 


(a) . AS reimbursement for any and all costs, expenses and liabilities 
. paid by Lessor in satisfaction of any obligation of the Library 
hereunder not performed in accordance with the terms hereof by 

the Library. 


(b) As reimbursement for or prepayment of expenses paid or to be paid 
by Lessor and requested by the Library or required by this Lease 
and not otherwise required to be paid by the Librarv under this 
Lease. 


(c) As reimbursement for or prepayment of any amounts derived under 
this Lease which are paid or to be paid by Lessor to the United 
States of America pursuant to Section 148 of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1986, as amended. 


Section 3.3. Place of Payments. The Rent and any Additional Payments 
shall be paid directly to the Lessor at its Notice Address or to any bank or 
other financial institution designated by Lessor in a notice to the 
Librarv. 


Section 3.4. Library's Obligations. The obligations of the Library 
to pay Rent and Additional Payments and to perform and observe the other 
agreements on its part contained herein shall be absolute and unconditional, 
except as provided in Section 6.4 hereof. For the period of the Lease Tern, 
the Library (i) will not suspend or discontinue payment of Rent or 
Additional Payments pursuant to this Lease, except as provided in Section 
6.4 hereof, (ii) will perform and observe all of its other agreements 
contained in this Lease, and (iii) except upon exercise of its termination 
option as herein provided will not terminate this Lease for any cause 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, any acts or 
circumstances that may constitute failure of consideration, destruction of 
or damage to the Leased Premises, frustration of purpose, any change in the 
tax or other laws or administrative rulings of or administrative actions by 
or under authority of the United States of America or of the State or any 
failure of Lessor to perform and observe any agreement, whether expressed or 
implied, Or any She liability or ee exclus ive of Oe So 


of the Project sing out of or connected with this Lease. Nothin 


contained in this Section shall be construed to release Lessor from the 
performance of any of the agreements on its part contained in this Lease, 
and in the event Lessor should fail to perform any such agreement on its 
part, the Library may institute such action against Lessor as the Library 
may deem necessary to compel performance or recover its damages for 
nonperformance so long as such action shall not impair the agreements on the 
part of the Library contained in the preceding sentence. The Library may, 
however, at its own cost and expense and in its own name or, to the extent 
lawful, in the name of Lessor, prosecute or defend any action or proceeding 
or take any other action involving third persons which the Library deems 
reasonably necessary in order to secure or protect its right of possession, 
occupancy and use hereunder, and in such event Lessor hereby agrees to 
cooperate fully with the Library, but at the Library's expense, and to take 
all action necessary to effect the substitution of the Library for Lessor in 
any such action or proceeding if the Library shall so request. 


Section 3.5. Prepayment of Rent and Additional Payments. There is 
expressly reserved to the Library the right, and the Library is authorized 
and permitted, at any time it may choose, to prepay without penalty all or 
any part of the Rent, or any Additional Payments, and Lessor agrees to 
accept such prepayment of Rent or of any Additional Payments when the same 
are tendered by the Library. All Rent or Additional Payments so prepaid 
shall be credited on the Rent or Additional Payments, as the case may be, in 
the order in which they are payable. 


Section 3.6. Past Due Rent and Additional Payments. In the event the 
Library should fail to make any Rent payment or pay any Additional 
Payments, the payment in default shall continue as an obligation of the 
Library until the amount in default shall have been fully paid and during 
the default period shall bear interest at the Interest Rate for Advances.

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ARTICLE IV 


CONSTRUCTION 


Section 4.1. Construction. lessor agrees to construct and equip the 
Project on the Leased Real Property as promptly as is feasible in accordance 
with the Plans and Specifications. Lessor agrees to diligently prosecute 
completion of the Project in accordance with the Plans and Specifications 
and in such a manner as to’ conform with all applicable zoning, planning, 
building, environmental and other regulations of governmental authorities 
having jurisdiction. 


Section 4.2. Plans and Specifications. The Plans and Specifications 
have been submitted to and approved by the Library and are at the date 
hereof on file with the Library and may be changed from time to time by 
mutual agreement of Lessor and the Library provided that the Plans and 
Specifications shall not be changed to such an extent that the lIease 
Purposes are such as are not permitted under the Act or would otherwise 
permit the Library to avoid its agreement under this Lease. 


Section 4.3. Completion Date. Completion of the construction and 
equipping shall be evidenced to the Library by a certificate signed by the 
Authorized Lessor Representative specifically describing any personal 
property included in the Project and stating that (i) construction and 
equipping have been substantially campleted in accordance with the Plans and 
Specifications and all costs then due and payable in connection therewith 
have been paid, (11) construction and equipping have been accomplished in 
such a manner as to conform with all applicable zoning, planning, building, 
environmental and other regulations of all governmental authorities having 
jurisdiction, and (iii) construction and equipping have been completed to 
its satisfaction so as to make the Project ready for operation for the Lease 
Purposes. Said certificate shall also specify the date by which the 
foregoing three events have occurred. Notwithstanding the foregoing such 
certificate shall state that it is given without prejudice to any rights 
against third parties which then exist or may subsequently come into being. 


Section 4.4. Contingency Accounting. Lessor covenants that it will 
keep and maintain a strict accounting of all charges incurred in relation to 
the items properly included as part of the Contingency. As soon as 
practical after all settlements in relation to the Project are completed, a 
copy of said accounting shall be furnished to the Library. Should such 
accounting show total charges relating to said items to be less than the 
amount of the Contingency, then the next succeeding payment of Rent shall be 
reduced by the amount of the excess of the Contingency over said items. 


Section 4.5. Remedies Against Contractors, Subcontractors and 
Sureties. In the event of default of any contractor or subcontractor under 


any contract made by it in connection with construction and equipping of the 
Project or in the event of a breach of warranty with respect to any 
materials, workmanship or performance guaranty in connection with the 
Project, Lessor will promptly inform the Library of the steps it intends to 
take in connection with any such default, either separately or in 


mehion with others, adainst the contractor or subcontractor so in 
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default and against each such surety for the performance of such contract. 
If Lessor shall so inform the Library, Lessor may, in its own name or, to 
the extent lawful, in the name of the Library, prosecute or defend any 
action or proceeding or take any other action involving any such contractor, 
subcontractor or surety that Lessor deems reasonably necessary, and in such 
event the Library hereby agrees to cooperate fully with Lessor and to take 
all action necessary to effect the substitution of Lessor for the Library in 
any such action or proceeding. 


Section 4.6. Installation of Library's Own Personal Property. The 


Library may from time to time, in its sole discretion and at its own 
expense, install personal property including without limitation that which 
when installed becomes in whole or in part a fixture, on or upon the Leased 
Premises. All such property so installed by the Library shall remain the 
sole property of the Library in which, except to the extent provided in 
Section 5.3 hereof, Lessor shall have no interest, and may be purchased by 
the Library on conditional sale, installment purchase or lease _ sale 
contract, or subject to vendor's lien or security agreement, as security for 
the unpaid portion of the purchase price thereof; provided no such lien or 
security interest shall attach to any part of the Leased Premises. The 
Library shall pay as due the purchase price of, and all costs and expenses 
with respect to, the acquisition and installation of any such personal 
property installed by it pursuant to this Section. 


(End of Article IV) 


ARTICLE V 


MAINTENANCE, MODIFICATIONS, TAXES AND INSURANCE 


Section 5.1. Maintenance and Modifications of Leased Premises by the 
Library. The Library during the Lease Term shall keep and maintain the 
Leased Premises including all appurtenances thereto and any _ personal 
property therein or thereon in good repair and good operating condition at 
its own cost, and upon the expiration or termination of this Lease shall, 
unless it shall have purchased or become the owner of the Leased Premises 
pursuant to the terms hereof, surrender the Leased Premises’ and 
appurtenances thereto to Lessor in as good condition as prevailed at the 
time the Library was put in full possession thereof, loss by fire or other 
casualty covered by insurance, ordinary wear and tear, obsolescence and acts 
of God excepted, subject to the provisions of the following paragraph and of 
Section 5.2 of this Lease. 


The Library shall have the privilege of remodeling the Project or 
making additions, modifications and improvements thereto or to the Leased 
Real Property, from time to time as it, in its discretion, may deem to be 
desirable for its uses and purposes, the cost of which remodeling, 
additions, modifications and improvements shall be paid by the Library and 
the same shall be the property of the Lessor and be included under the terms 
of this Lease as part of the Leased Premises. 


Section 5.2. Removal of Portions of the Project. Lessor shall not be 


under any obligation to renew, repair or replace any inadequate, obsolete, 
worn out, unsuitable, undesirable or unnecessary portions of the Project. 
The Library shall have the privilege from time to time of substituting 
personal property or fixtures for any portions of the Project, provided that 
the personal property or fixtures so substituted shall not impair the 
character or significance of the Leased Premises as furthering the purposes 
of the Act. Any such substituted property or fixtures shall become the 
property of Lessor and shall be included under the terms of this Lease, and 
the replaced portions of the Project shall become the property of the 
Lessor. The Library shall also have the privilege of removing any portions 
of the Project, without substitution therefor; provided, that the Library 
pays to Lessor a sum equal to the then fair market value of said portions of 
the Project. 


Section 5.3. Removal of Library's Own Personals»iProperty. The 


Library may at any time while it is not in default under this Iease remove 
from the Leased Premises any property purchased and installed by it 
pursuant to Section 4.6 of this Lease and not included as part of the 
Project. 


In the event any removal of property pursuant to this Section 5.3 
causes damage to any portion of the Leased Premises, the Library shall 
restore the same or repair such damage at its sole expense. 


Section 5.4. Documents to be Provided. The Library shall file with 
Seat he during the first two weeks of the calendar month eae each 
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first anniversary of the Completion Date, a certificate of the Authorized 
Library Representative setting forth the description of each item of 
personal property or fixtures which has become a part of the Leased Premises 
and of any other additions, remodeling, modification, substitution or 
improvements to the Leased Premises which have been made during the twelve 
calendar months preceding the first of the month in which such certificate 
is filed, if such additions, remodeling, modifications substitutions or 
improvements during such twelve months have an aggregate cost in excess of 
$5,000. 


Lessor shall execute and deliver such documents (if any) as the Library 
may properly request in connection with any action taken by the Library in 
conformitywi th *Sectiion® 5 Jp 22> OF 5D CaF Of this Article. Any action taken 
by the Library pursuant to ‘sections Sale 25+ 220r ibts eof this! Articte* shail 
not entitle the Library to any abatement or diminution of the Rent or 
Additional Payments payable hereunder. 


Section 5.5. Taxes, Other Governmental Charges and Utility Charges. 
The Library shall pav, as the same respectively become due, all taxes, 
assessments, whether general or special, and governmental charges of any 
kind whatsoever that may at any time be lawfully assessed or levied against 
or on account of or with respect to the Leased Premises or any personal 
property or fixtures installed or brought by the Library therein or thereon 
and all utility and other charges incurred in the operation, maintenance, 
use, occupancy and upkeep of the Leased Premises; provided, that with 
respect to taxes, special assessments or other governmental charges that may 
lawfully be paid in installments over a period of years, the Library shall 
be obligated to pay only such installments as required to be paid during 
the Lease Term. 


The Library may, at its expense and in its own name and behalf or, to 
the extent lawful, in the name and behalf of Lessor, in good faith contest 
any such taxes, assessments and other charges and, in the event of any such 
contest, may permit the taxes, assessments or other charges so contested to 
remain unpaid during the period of such contest and any appeal therefrom 
unless Lessor shall notifv the Library that, in the opinion of Independent 
Counsel, by nonpayment of any such items the interests of Lessor or the 
Library in the Leased Premises will be materially endangered or the Leased 
Premises or any part thereof will be subject to loss or forfeiture, in 
which event such taxes, assessments or charges shall be paid promptly by the 
Library. Lessor will cooperate fully with the Library, but at the Library's 
expense, in any such contest. Lessor will also cooperate fully with the 
Library, but at the Library's expense, in exempting the Leased Premises 
from taxation. 


Section 5.6. Property Insurance. The Library agrees to insure the 
Leased Premises in the amount and with the coverage of the Required Property 
Insurance Coverage by means of policies issued by reputable insurance 
companies. The Library may also insure such property under a blanket 
insurance policy or policies which cover not only such property but other 
properties. 


Section 5.7. Rental Value Insurance. The Library agrees to insure, 
from and after the Completion Date, the Leased Premises in the amount and 
with the coverage at least equal to the Required Rental Value Insurance 
Coverage by means of a policy or policies issued by reputable insurance 
companies; or in the event at any time such policies are not available, then 
either (a) such insurance with such limits or amounts or other provisions 
as then obtainable for libraries of the State leasing buildings or building 
additions under leases similar to this Lease, or (b) a plan, in compliance 
with the law of the State and satisfactory to Lessor, which provides 
protection similar to the protection provided herein against the inability 
of the Library to meet liabilities of the Library that would otherwise have 
been satisfied by the proceeds of the rent or rental value insurance. In 
the case of either clause (a) or (b) of the preceding sentence, the limits, 
amounts and other provisions of such insurance or plan shall be such as are 
recommended by a recognized qualified independent Insurance Consultant 
satisfactory to Lessor and who shall annually, or for such longer interval 
specified by Lessor, review such plan and advise Lessor of changes required 
therein in order to adequately protect the financial position of the 
Library, and Lessor shall be entitled to rely upon such advice to make its 
determination as to what is obtainable or most nearly provides protection 
Similar to that herein required. The Library may also insure such property 
under a blanket insurance policy or policies which cover not only such 
property but other properties. 


Any 
insurance policy issued pursuant to Sections 5.6 and 5.7 hereof shall be so 
written or endorsed, and any plan in substitution thereof shall be so 
written, as to make losses, if any, payable directly to Lessor or to such 
other person or persons as Lessor may designate. Each insurance policy 
provided for in Sections 5.6, 5.7, and 5.9 hereof shall contain a provision 
to the effect that the insurance company shall not cancel or substantially 
modify the same without first giving written notice thereof to Lessor at 
least thirty (30) days in advance of such cancellation or substantial 
modification. The Library shall deliver to Lessor evidence of the 
insurance procured under said Sections by the Library and agrees to keep 
such evidence up to date. Such insurance policies shall be countersigned by 
an agent of the insurer who is a resident of the State, and such policies, 
together with a certificate of the insurance commissioner certifying that 
the persons countersigning such policies are duly qualified in the State as 
resident agents of the insurers on whose behalf they have signed (or a 
certificate of insurance and proof of payment of premium satisfactory to 
Lessor) shall be deposited with Lessor. 


SecElOnM 20 mr LIiCg bl allyl NSULance paitbes Library agrees, that it 
will carry Required Public Liability Insurance with reference to the Leased 
Premises with one or more reputable insurance companies. Lessor and such 
other person or persons as Lessor may designate shall be made an additional 
insured under such policies, as their interests may appear. The insurance 
provided by this Section 5.9 may be by blanket insurance policy or 
policies. The proceeds of insurance required by this Section (after payment 
of expenses incurred in the collection of such proceeds) shall be applied 
toward extinguishment or satisfaction of the liability with respect to 
which such insurance proceeds are paid. 


Section 5.10. Workers' Compensation Coverage. During the period from 
commencement of construction of the Project’ until delivery of the 
certificate of the Authorized Lessor Representative to the Library pursuant 
to Section 4.3 hereof, Lessor shall cause each contractor for each contract 
made by Lessor in connection with the construction and equipping of the 
Project to maintain the workers' compensation coverage required by the 
applicable laws of the State; and, throughout the Lease Term, the Library 
shall maintain the worker's compensation coverage required by the applicable 
laws of the State or cause the same to be maintained. 


(End of Article V) 


ARTICLE VI 


DAMAGE, DESTRUCTION AND CONDEMNATION 


Section 6.1. Damage and Destruction. If the Leased Premises shall be 
damaged or partially or totally destroyed by fire, flood, windstorm, or 
other casualty at any time during the Lease Term, (i) the portion of the 
Leased Premises damaged or destroyed shall be promptly repaired, rebuilt or 
restored with such changes, alterations and modifications (including the 
substitution and addition of other property) as may be designated by the 
Library and as shall not impair the character and significance of the Leased 
Premises as furthering the purposes of the Act, and (ii) there shall be 
applied for such purpose so much as may be necessary of any net proceeds of 
insurance policies resulting from claims for such losses’ as well as any 
additional moneys of the Library necessary therefor. In the event that such 
net proceeds are insufficient to pay in full the costs of such repair, 
rebuilding or restoration, the Library shall complete such repair, 
rebuilding or restoration and shall provide for payment of the costs of such 
completion from its own moneys. Any balance of such net proceeds remaining 
in the insurance loss account after the payment of all costs of such repair, 
rebuilding or restoration shall be paid to the Library Food and Beverage Tax 
Fund, upon delivery to Lessor of a certificate signed by the Authorized 
Library Representative certifying that such repair, rebuilding or 
restoration has been completed and that the costs of such repair, rebuilding 
or restoration have been paid in full and directing the transfer of the 
remaining moneys to the Library. 


Section 6.2. Eminent Domain. If title to or the temporary use of the 
Leased Premises, or any part thereof, shall be taken under the exercise of 
the power of eminent domain by any governmental body or by any person, firm 
or corporation acting under governmental authority, any net proceeds 
received from any award made in such eminent domain proceedings (after 
payment of expenses incurred in such collection) shall be paid to and held 
by Lessor. 


Such proceeds shall be applied in one or both of the following ways: 


(a) The restoration of the Leased Premises to substantially the same 
condition as they existed prior to the exercise of said power of 
eminent domain, or 


(b) The acquisition, by construction or otherwise, of other 
improvements suitable for the Library's operation on the Leased 
Premises and which are in furtherance of the purposes of the Act 
(which improvements shall be deemed a part of the Leased Premises 
and available for use and occupancy by the Library without the 
payment of any Rent other than as herein provided, to the same 
extent as if such other improvements were specifically described 
hereby) . 
Within ninety days from the date of entry of a final order in any eminent 
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writing as to which of the ways specified in this Section the Library 
elects to have the net proceeds of the condemnation award applied. Any 
balances of the net proceeds of the award in such eminent domain proceedings 
not required to be applied for the purposes specified in subsections (a) or 
(b) above shall become the property of the Library Food and Beverage Tax 
Fund. 


Lessor shall cooperate fully with the Library in the handling and 
conduct of any prospective or pending condemnation proceedings with respect 
to the Leased Premises or any part thereof and will to the extent it may 
lawfully do so permit the Library to litigate in any such proceedings in its 
own name or in the name and on behalf of Lessor. In no event will Lessor 
voluntarily settle or consent to the settlement of any prospective or 
pending condemnation proceedings with respect to the Leased Premises or any 
part thereof without the written consent of the Library, which consent shall 
not be unreasonably withheld. 


Section 6.3. Condemation of Library-Owned Property. The Library 


shall be entitled to the proceeds of any condemnation award or portion 
thereof made for damages to or takings of its own sole property. 


Section 6.4. Rent Abatement. In the event that the Leased Premises 
or a portion thereof are damaged or destroyed or are taken under the 
exercise of the power of eminent domain, the Rent payable by the Library 
shall (i) be totally abated during that portion of the Lease Term that the 
Leased Premises are totally unfit for use or occupancy, and (ii) partially 
abated during that portion of the Lease Term that the Leased Premises are 
partially unfit for occupancy in the same proportion that the area of the 
Leased Premises so unfit for use or occupancy bears to the total area of the 
Leased Premises; provided, however, that the Library, to the extent it may 
lawfully do so, shall pay an amount equal to the difference between the Rent 
payable in such year and the proceeds received by Lessor from the rent or 
rental value insurance required to be maintained by the Library under 
Section 5.7 hereof. In the event that Rent is abated pursuant to this 
Section, the Lease Term shall be extended for a period of time equal to the 
period of time during which the Rent is so abated; provided, however, that 
in no event shall the Lease Term exceed a period of fifty years. Rent 
payable during such extended period of time shall be reduced by an amount 
equal to the proceeds of the aforesaid insurance policy actually received by 
‘Lessor and by an amount equal to Rent actually paid by the Library during 
the period of abatement of Rent. 


(End of Article VI) 


ARTICLE VII 


MBCHANICS' AND OTHER LIENS 


Section 7.1. Mechanics' and Other Liens. The Library and Lessor 
shall not suffer or permit any mechanics’ or other liens to be filed or 
exist against the Leased Premises, nor against the Library's leasehold 
interest in the Leased Premises, nor against any special fund or account 
provided for in this Lease or any Rent paid or payable hereunder, by reason 
of work, labor, services or materials supplied or claimed to have been 
supplied to, for or in connection with the Leased Premises or to Lessor or 
the Library or anyone holding the Leased Premises or any part thereof 
through or under the Library. If any such liens shall at any time be filed, 
Lessor or the Library, as appropriate, shall within one hundred twenty days 
after notice of the filing thereof but subject to the right to contest 
hereinafter set forth, cause the same to be discharged of record by payment, 
deposit, bond, order of a court of competent jurisdiction or otherwise. The 
Library shall have the right in its or, to the extent lawful, Lessor's name, 
or both, but at the Library's own cost and expense, to contest the validity 
or the amount of any such lien by appropriate proceedings timely 
instituted. Lessor will cooperate fully with the Library, but at the 
Library's expense, in any such, contest (except as any such lien is asserted 
by Lessor in which event the Library shall have the right to contest such 
lien as if it were the owner of the Leased Premises). If the Library shall 
fail to cause such lien to be discharged, or to contest the validity or 
amount thereof, within the period aforesaid, then, in addition to any other 
right or remedy of Lessor, Lessor may, but shall not be obligated to, 
discharge the same either by paying the amount claimed to be due or by 
procuring the discharge of such lien by deposit or by bonding. Any amount 
paid by Lessor shall be reimbursed by the Library on demand, and if not so 
reimbursed on demand may be treated as Additional Payments as provided in 
Article III hereof and shall be paid by the Library with interest on the 
amount so paid by Lessor at the Interest Rate for Advances. 


(End of Article VII) 


ARTICLE VIII 
REPRESENTATIONS AND SPECIAL COVENANTS AND CONDITIONS 


Section 8.1. Representations and Covenants of the Library. The 
Library warrants and represents that it is and during the Lease Term will be 
a duly organized and existing municipal corporation under the laws of the 
State, that it is not in default under any of the provisions contained in 
the laws of the State in any manner which would impair its ability to carry 
out its obligations hereunder, that it has power to enter into the 
transactions contemplated by this Lease, that it has been duly authorized to 
execute this Lease and that it will do all things required of it in order to 
maintain its existence. 


Section 8.2. Representations and Covenants of Lessor. The Lessor 
warrants and represents as follows: 


(a) It is duly incorporated and is in good standing under the laws of 
the State and duly qualified to do business in the State, and 
will remain so qualified so long as it is the Lessor under this 
ease. 


(b) Construction and equipping in accordance with the Plans and 
Specifications will be accomplished in such manner as to conform 
with all applicable zoning, planning, building, environmental and 
other regulations of all governmental authorities having 
jurisdiction of the Leased Premises. 


Section 8.3. Maintenance of Lessor. Lessor agrees that fram the date 
of delivery of this Lease to the Termination Date there will always be a 
corporation duly organized and existing under the laws of the State and 
qualified “to” do business” in said State, an individual, partnership, 
association, firm or other entity acting as lessor under this Lease. 


Section 8.4. Title of Leased Real Property. Lessor has caused to be 
furnished to the Library written evidence as to the status of title to the 
Leased Real Property as of the date of acquisition of the Leased Real 
Property by Lessor. The Library and Lessor agree that title is satisfactory 
and that all defects in and liens and encumbrances on such title, as set 
forth in such evidence as exclusions from coverage and exceptions, do not 
impair the Library's use or the value of the Leased Premises. 


Section 8.5. No Warranty of Condition or Suitability. Lessor does 
not make any warranty, either express or implied, as to the suitability or 


utilization of the Leased Premises for the Leased Purposes, or as to the 
condition of the Leased Premises or that they are or will be suitable for 
the Library's purposes or needs. The Library agrees that the Leased 
Premises as contemplated by the Plans and Specifications are useful to Fae 
and are in furtherance of the purposes of the Act. 


Section 8.6. Quiet Enjoyment. Lessor covenants that it wili not take 
any action to prevent the Library, on paying the Rent and Additional 
Payments and performing the covenants and agreements herein on the Library's 
part to be performed, from peaceably and quietly holding and enjoving the 


Leased Premises for the Lease Term and any extension thereof and that Lessor 
will, at the Library's request and expense, defend the Library's enjoyment 
and possession of the Leased Premises against all parties or permit the 
Library in its own or, to the extent lawful, in Lessor's name, to defend 
such enjoyment and possession. 


Section 8.7. Right of Access. The Library agrees that subject to 
reasonable security and safety regulations and to reasonable requirements 
as to notice, Lessor and its duly authorized agents shall have the right at 
all reasonable times to enter upon the Leased Premises and to examine and 
inspect the same. The Library further agrees that Lessor and its duly 
authorized agents shall have such rights of access to the Project as may be 
reasonably necessary to cause to be completed the construction and equipping 
provided for herein, and thereafter for the proper maintenance of the 
Project in the event of failure by the Library to perform its obligations. 


Section 8.8. Indemnification. Except for gross negligence or 
intentional misconduct by Lessor, the Library releases Lessor from, agrees 
that Lessor shall not be liable for, and agrees to hold Lessor harmless 
against, any loss or damage to property, or any injury to or death of any 
person, that may be occasioned by any cause whatsoever pertaining to the 
Leased Premises or the use thereof; provided, that the indemity in this 
sentence shall be effective only to the extent of any loss that may be 
sustained by Lessor in excess of the net proceeds received by Lessor from 
any insurance carried with respect to the loss sustained. The Library 
further agrees to indemnify and save harmless Lessor against and from any 
and all cost, liability, expenses and claims arising from any breach or 
default on the part of the Library in the performance of any covenant or 
agreement on the part of the Library to be performed pursuant to the terms 
cf this lease, or arising from any act or negligence of or failure to act by 
the Library, or any of its agents, contractors, servants, employees or 
licensees, or arising from any accident, injury or damage whatsoever 
caused to any person, firm or corporation occurring during the Lease Term, 
in or about the Leased Premises, and from and against all costs, liability 
and expenses incurred in or in connection with any such claim or action or 
proceeding brought thereon; and in case any action or proceeding be brought 
against Lessor by reason of any such claim, the Library upon notice from 
Lessor covenants to resist or defend such action or proceedings at the 


Library's expense. 


Section 8.9. Termination. This Lease may be terminated by Lessor by 
giving written notice to the Library (i) at any time after forty-five days 
from the date of the Letter Agreement and prior to the Effective Rental 
Date, as defined in the Letter Agreement, or (ii) at any time during the 
pendency of any action, suit or proceeding, at law or in equity, or before 
or by any court, public board or body which contests the validity of any of 
the terms and conditions of the Lease or which seeks to enjoin the 
performance of any of the terms’ and conditions of the _ Lease. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, this Lease shall be terminated inmediately 
upon the receipt by Lessor or the Library of any final nonappealable order 
or adjudication which declares the Lease or any of its terms and conditions 
invalid or which enjoins the performance of any of the terms and conditions 
of the Lease. 


Section 8.10. Covenant to Restrict Use of Funds. The Lessor and the 
Library each covenant that each of them will restrict the use of the 
proceeds realized under this Lease in such manner and to such extent, if 
any, as may be necessary so that this lease and any participation 
certificates evidencing proportionate interests in the payments to be made 
under this Lease will not constitute arbitrage bonds under Section 148 of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (the "Code"). The Authorized 
Library Representative and any officer of the Lessor, respectively, and any 
other appropriate officers shall each give an appropriate certificate for 
inclusion in the transcript of proceedings for the Lease, setting forth the 
reasonable expectations of the Library and the Lessor, respectively, 
regarding the amount and use of all the proceeds of the Lease, the facts, 
circumstances and estimates on which they are based, and other facts and 
circumstances relevant to the tax treatment of the interest component of 
payments under the Lease. 


The Library and the Lessor each covenant that each of them (a) will 
take or cause to be taken such actions which may be required of it for the 
interest component of payments under the Lease to be and remain excluded 
from gross income for federal income tax purposes, and (b) will not take or 
permit to be taken any actions which would adversely affect that exclusion, 
and that it, or persons acting for it, will, among other acts of campliance, 
(i) apply the proceeds cf the Lease to the governmental purpose of the 
lease, (ii) restrict the yield on investment property acquired with those 
proceeds, (iii) make timely rebate payments to the federal government, 
(iv) maintain books and records and make calculations and reports, and (v) 
refrain from certain uses of proceeds, all in such manner and to the extent 
necessary to assure such exclusion of that interest under the Code. The 
Authorized Library Representative and any officer of the Lessor, 
respectively, and other appropriate officers are each hereby authorized and 
directed to take any and all actions, make calculations and rebate payments, 
and make or give reports and certifications, as may be appropriate to assure 
such exclusion of the interest component of payments under the Lease. 


Section 8.11. Covenant to Supply Financial Information. The Library 
hereby covenants to provide, when requested in a timely manner, to Lessor or 
its assigns, or to such persons, corporations or other agencies designated 
by Lessor or its assigns, annual financial data, including all tax and other 
income, receipts and disbursements, budgets, tax levies, collections and 
delinquencies, and amortization schedules of all bond or lease transactions, 
and to advise of all matters, actions or causes of action to which the 
Library may or has become obligated and all other pertinent information and 
changes thereto relative to the financial condition of the Library and its 
continuing ability to make the Rental Payments due and payable under this 
Lease. 


(End of Article VIII) 


ARTICLE IX 


RELEASE OF PORTIONS OF LEASED REAL PROPERTY 


section 9.1. Release of leased Real, Property. The parties hereto 


reserve the right, at any time and from time to time, to amend this Lease 
to effect the release of and removal from this Lease and the leasehold 
estate created hereby of any part of,or) interest’ in the Leased Real 
Property and the conveyance of such part of interest to a grantee 
designated by the Library; provided, that such amendment shall not be 
effective until and unless there are deposited with Lessor the following: 


(a) An executed copy of the said amendment. 


(b) A certificate of the Authorized Library Representative 
that the Library is not in default, under any of the provisions 
of this Lease, (i) giving, if applicable, an adequate legal 
description of that portion of the Leased Real Property to be 
released, (ii) stating the purpose for which the release is 
desired, (iii) stating that the improvements, if any, to be 
constructed upon that portion of the Leased Real Property to be 
released will not interfere with the Library's use of the Leased 
Premises, (iv) requesting such release and (v) approving such 
amendment. . 

(c) Evidence of the authority of the officer of the Library who 
executes such amendment. 


(d) A certificate of the President or a Vice President of 
lessor Or an opinion of counsel ffor Lessor stating that 
Lessor is not in default under this Lease. 


(e) If applicable, a copy of the instrument conveying the 
interest proposed to be released. 


(f) A certificate of an Engineer, acceptable to Lessor, dated 
not more than sixty days prior to the date of the release and 
stating that, in the opinion of such Engineer, (i) the release of 
the portion of the Leased Real Property so proposed to be 
released is not necessary or desirable in order to benefit the 
Leased Premises, or such portion is not needed for the operation 
of the Leased Premises, and (ii) the release so proposed to be 
made will not impair the usefulness of the Project as furthering 
the purposes of the Act, and will not destroy means of ingress to 
and egress from the Project. 


Lessor shall execute and deliver such documents as_ the Library 
May properly request in order to effect any release pursuant to this Section 
and to convey the interests released to the designated grantee. Any 
release pursuant to this Section may be made for the purpose of conveying 
the part or interests released to the Library. 


Section 9.2. No Abatement or Diminution of Rent. No release or 
conveyance effected under any of the provisions of this Lease shall 
entitle the Library to any abatement or diminution of the Rent payable 


hereunder. Any release or conveyance under Section 9.1 of this Lease 
shall be made only for consideration which the Authorized Library 
Representative certifies is a fair and adequate consideration. Any 


moneys received as such consideration shall be paid to Lessor or its 
assignee. 


(End of Article IX) 


ARTICLE X 


ASSIGNMENT AND SUBLEASING 


Section 10.1. Assignment and Subleasing by Library. This Lease may 
not be assigned in whole or in part, and the Leased Premises may not be 


subleased as a whole or in part, except as provided in paragraph 2.2 hereof, 
by the Library except to a _ successor library which is a municipal 
corporation of the State and into which the Library is merged or with which 
the Library is consolidated and otherwise only with the consent of Lessor. 


Section 10.2. Assignment and Pledge by Lessor. Lessor may assign its 
rights under and interest in, and pledge any moneys receivable under or 
pursuant to this Lease, but each such assignment or pledge shall ke 
subordinate and subject to this Lease. 


(End of Article X) 


ARTICLE XI 


OPTIONS IN FAVOR OF THE LIBRARY 


Section 11.1. Option to Renew. The Library shall have the option to 
renew this Lease for a further like or lesser term upon the same terms and 
conditions as herein provided. Such option shall be exercised by the 
Library giving Lessor notice of the exercise of such option on any Rental 
Payment Date prior to the Termination Date. 


Section 11.2. Option to Purchase Leased Premises. The Library shall 
have, and is hereby granted, an option to purchase the Leased Premises on 
the nineteenth (19th) Rental Payment Date and on any Rental Payment Date 
thereafter, provided the Library is not in default under any provisions of 
this Lease. In the event that the Library elects to exercise such option to 
purchase, the Library shall give notice of its intention to exercise such 
option not less than sixty days prior to such Rental Payment Date. In the 
event that the Library exercises such option to purchase, the purchase 
price shall be the "Option Price" as shown on Exhibit A opposite the 
applicable rental payment number. 


Section 11.3. Conveyance on Exercise of Option to Purchase. On 
exercise of the option to purchase granted herein, Lessor will upon payment 
of the purchase price deliver, or cause to be delivered, to the Library 
documents conveying to the Library all of Lessor's title to the property 
being purchased, as such property then exists, subject to the following: 
(i) those liens and encumbrances (if any) to which title to said property 


was subject when conveyed to Lessor; (ii) those liens and encumbrances 
created by the Library or to the creation or suffering of which the Library 
consented, and liens LOD taxes or special assessments not then 


delinquent; and (iii) those liens and encumbrances resulting from the 
failure of the Library to perform or observe any of the agreements on its 
part contained in this Lease. 


Section 11.4. Transfer to Library. In the event the Library has not 
exercised the foregoing option to purchase the Leased Premises at the 
Termination Date, and has not exercised its option to renew in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 11.1 hereof, and upon the full discharge and 
performance by the Library of its obligations under this Lease, the Leased 
Premises shall thereupon become the absolute property of the Library and 
upon the Library's request Lessor shall execute proper instruments conveying 
to the Library all of Lessor's title thereto. 


Section 125 en DutyarOnai i DLaby. In the event of purchase of the 
Leased Premises by the Library or conveyance of the same to the Library 
under the provisions of Section 11.2 hereof, the Library shall procure and 
pay for all surveys, title searches, abstracts, title policies and legal 
services that may be required, and shall furnish at the Library's expense 
all documentary stamps or other tax payments required for the transfer of 
title. 


Section 11.6. Duty of Lessor. Upon written request of the Library, 
made not less than sixty (60) days prior thereto, the Lessor agrees to 
furnish an itemized statement setting forth the amount required to be paid 
bv the Library on the next Rental Payment Date in order to purchase the 
Leased Premises in accordance with Section 11.2 hereof. 


(End of Article XT) 


ARTICLE XII 


EVENTS OF DEFAULT AND REMEDIES 


Section 12.1. Events of Default. The following shall be "events of 
default" under this Lease and the terms "events of default" or "default" 
shall mean, whenever they are used in this Lease, any one or more of the 
following events: 


(a) Failure by the Library to pay the Rent required to be paid 
hereunder on or prior to the Rental Payment Date and continuing 
for the Rent Cure Period except as provided in Section 6.4 
hereof. 


(b) Failure by the Library to observe and perform any covenant, 
condition or agreement on its part to be observed or performed 
under this Lease, other than as referred to in paragraph (a) 
of this Section, for a period of sixty days after notice of 
such failure requesting such failure to be remedied, given to 
the Library by Lessor unless Lessor shall agree in; WEAlLtIng aco 
an extension of such time prior to its expiration; provided, 
however, that if and so long as the Library is proceeding 
with due diligence to cure the default such period shall be 
extended to such period as is required to permit the Library's 
proceeding with due diligence to cure such default. 


The provisions of paragraph (b) of this Section are subject to the 
following limitations: If by Yeason of | acts of God;™ fires; epidemics; 
landslides; floods; strikes; lockouts or other industrial disturbances; acts 
of public enemies; acts or orders of any kind of any governmental authority; 
insurrections; riots; civil disturbances; explosions; the Library is unable 
in whole or in part to carry out the agreements on its part herein 
contained, other than the obligations on the part of the Library to pay 
Rent, Additional Payments and taxes and to carry insurance, the Library 
shall not be deemed in default during the continuance of such inability. 
The Library shall, however, use its best efforts to remedy with all 
reasonable dispatch the cause or causes preventing the Library from carrying 
out its agreements; provided, that the Library shall in no event be required 
to settle strikes, lockouts or other disturbances by acceding to the demands 
of the opposing party or parties when such course is, in the judgment of the 
Library, unfavorable to the Library. 


Section 12.2. Remedies on Default. Whenever any event of default 
under Section 12.1 of this Lease shall have happened and be subsisting, any 
one or more of the following remedial steps may be taken: 


(a) Lessor may reenter and take possession of the Leased 
Premises without terminating this Lease, sublease the Leased 
Premises for the account of the Library, holding the Library 
liable for costs, if any, not reimbursed to Lessor from the 
difference between the rent and other amount payable by = such 
sublessee in such subleasing and the Rent, Additional 
Payments and other amount payable by the Library hereunder. 


(b) Lessor may terminate this Lease, exclude the Library from 


possession of the lLleased Premises, and lease the Leased 
Premises to another, but holding’ the Library liable for 
costs, if any, not reimbursed to Lessor from the proceeds for 


all Rent and other payments due up to the effective date 
of such leasing.

Future segments will feature the English 
language novel since World War II and the best books of the decade of 
the eighties. 


Mr. Krull displayed three awards that the library has won for 
outstanding work in public relations and graphic arts. 


Janet Hartzell gave a report on the labeling and linking project. The 
First groups of Manpower personnel have been trained and are now 
working in the sub-basement labeling the book collection with bar codes 
and linking these items tc bibliographic records in the computer data 
base. The labeling and linking crews are averaging thirty-two books 
per person, per hour, which is slightly better than our projected 
output of thirty books per person, per hour.

Four thousand square 
feet are available in the Georgetown Square shopping center very near 
the branch library. He reviewed a letter of intent whereby the library 
would agree to enter into a lease with the owners of Georgetown Square 
to rent the four thousand square feet of space for $2,733.33 per month 
during the time that the Georgetown branch is being renovated. After 
discussion Mr. McMahan moved "that the director be authorized to sign a 
letter stating the library's intent to rent from Georgetown Square 
shopping center, store number 58, four thousand square feet, located at 
6714 East State Boulevard, Fort Wayne, for the amount of $2,733.33 per 
month, for the duration of the construction at the Georgetown branch." 
The motion carried. 


TINY TIM DINER 


Mr. Krull reported on a meeting with Michael Klemm, current owner of 
the Tiny Tim Diner, and Steve Polston, a prospective buyer of the 
diner. Mr. Klemm and Mr. Polston have requested that the library lease 
the land which the diner occupies directly to the owners of the diner. 
Such an arrangement was in place at one time but under the current 
arrangement the owner of the diner rents space from Light and Breuning 
Realtors, Inc. This arrangement makes it difficult to sell the diner 
because prospective buyers have no assurance that they will be able to 
renew their lease if a new parking lot operator takes over from Light 
and Breuning. Light and Breuning is agreeable to an amendment to their 
lease with the library whereby the Tiny Tim Diner property would be 
leased directly from the library. After discussion, Mr. McMahan moved 
"that the library attorney be authorized to draft an amendment to the 
lease between the library and Light and Breuning Realtors, excluding 
the Tiny Tim property from that lease, and that he further be 
authorized to draft a lease between the library and the owner of the 
Tiny Tim Diner, and that the president and secretary of the board be 
authorized to execute these documents." The motion carried. 


TAX DEFERRED ANNUITY PROGRAMS 


Mr. Krull reported on the results of legal research regarding the 
library's offering of tax deferred annuity programs for staff. It 
appears that the library may have begun these plans while it was still 
associated with the Fort Wayne school district. Currently only school 
districts and organizations recognized as exempt under section 501.C.3 
of the Internal Revenue Code qualify for such programs. In the opinion 
of attorney Stephen Williams, the library could file and qualify for 
such recognition. Mr. Andorfer expressed concern over taking this 
course of action without further study. He suggested seeking further 
advice from a certified public accounting firm familiar with non-profit 
organization tax issues. On motion of Mr. McMahan, consideration of 
this matter was postponed indefinitely, pending further study. 
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FUND TRANSFER 


Mr. McMahan moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-25, "Resolution 
To Transfer Funds Temporarily from the Library Improvement Reserve Fund 
and the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund to the Operating Fund." The 
motion carried, and the resolution so adopted is appended to and made a 
part of these minutes.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Fortriede presented a report on library service statistics through 
the month of August, 1989. 


Mr. Krull reported on progress at the various construction sites. 
Foundations have been poured for the new north branch and some grading 
is taking place at the Aboite branch site. The old Tecumseh branch was 
demolished on Friday, September 29, and construction of the new 
building will begin immediately. The New Haven branch reopened on 
September 25 in its temporary quarters at the New Haven middle school. 
Work has begun at the old site with interior demolition and removal of 
the front steps. Georgetown branch also reopened in temporary quarters 
on September 25, and interior demolition is underway at the permanent 
branch. 


The Monroeville branch will close on September 30, and will not reopen 
at an alternate location. Shawnee is tentatively scheduled to close 
October 7, and will be closed for an estimated 6-8 weeks. Interior 
demolition and roof repair work is underway at the new Woodburn branch. 
The parking lot at Hessen Cassel branch will be repaired beginning in 
late October, and the entrance to the parking lot will be closed for 
approximately two weeks. Work at Pontiac branch is scheduled to begin 
in late October. Both Hessen Cassel and Pontiac will remain open 
during construction. At Harlan the foundations for the small addition 
have been poured and oil tanks have been removed from the 

basement. Foundation and roof work at the main library are progressing 
and interior relocation of departments on the second floor is also 
underway. 


Gene Johnson, Michael Clegg, Steve Fortriede, and Scott Mertz are to be 
commended for their excellent work supervising all phases of the 
construction projects. 


PERSONNEL 


Mr. Krull reported that Devaun Patten, Processing Services Manager, has 
been temporarily assigned to supervise the labeling and linking phase 
of the automation project and Scott Mertz, Assistant Branch Manager at 
Shawnee branch, has been temporarily assigned to act as chief assistant 
on the capital improvement project construction phase. On the 


recommendation of Mr. Krull, Mr. Coleman moved "that Devaun Patten's 
salary be temporarily increased to $29,185 (annualized), and Scott 
Mertz's temporary position be classified in Grade M 4 and his salary 
temporarily increased to $19,500 (annualized) for the duration of their 
respective assignments." The motion carried unanimously. 
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APPROPRIATION TRANSFER 


Mrs. Koehlinger moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-34, 
"Resolution to Transfer Appropriations Within the Operating Fund." The 
motion carried unanimously, and the resolution so adopted is appended 
to and made a part of these minutes. 


PROPOSED ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS FOR PURCHASE OF TELEVISION EQUIPMENT 


Mrs. Riley opened the meeting for a public hearing on proposed 
additional appropriations for the purchase of television equipment in 
the amount of $71,194. This amount has been approved by City Council 
as a grant to the library. Hearing no comment from the public on the 
matter of the additional appropriations, the public hearing was closed. 


Mr. Carmean then moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-35, 
"Resolution of Appropriations." The motion carried unanimously, and 
the resolution so adopted is appended to and made a part of these 
minutes. 


RECIPROCAL BORROWING 


On motion of Mr. Coleman the board unanimously approved the submission 
of an application for funds to support the library's participation in 
the reciprocal borrowing program of the State Library.

Mrs. Koehlinger moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-36, 
"Resolution to Approve a Contract With the Indiana State Library for 
Administration of a Library Services and Construction Act Grant in the 
Amount of $27,200 to Perform Services as a Subregional Library for the 
Blind and Physically Handicapped." The motion carried unanimously, and 
the resolution so adopted is appended to and made a part of these 
minutes. 


TRI-ALSA CONTRACT FOR 1990 


Mrs. Koehlinger moved "That the president and director be authorized to 
execute a contract with Tri-ALSA whereby Tri-ALSA occupies space in the 
main library in exchange for certain services performed on behalf of 
the library, for the period October 1, 1989 -September 30, 1990." 


CONTRACT WITH BAXTER HODELL DONNELLY PRESTON 


Mr. Krull reviewed the status of additional services provided by Baxter 
Hodell Donnelly Preston, architects, under their contract with the 
library. Services of the firm related to planning furniture and 
equipment configurations for all projects, preparing specifications, 
evaluating bids, and overseeing delivery and installation are 
considered additional services under the contract and are billed at the 
hourly rates specified therein. Other additional services performed by 
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the firm and not specifically mentioned in the contract relate to 
design development drawings for the main library. The major portion of 
this work was related to the main floor plan layout and the main 
circulation desk, which will be implemented when the automated system 
is brought on line. On motion of Mr. Carmean, Amendments No. 1 and 2 
to the contract with BHDP, clarifying these additional services, were 
approved unanimously. 


LEASES FOR TEMPORARY SPACE FOR TECUMSEH AND NEW HAVEN BRANCHES 


On motion of Mr. Coleman, leases executed by the director for temporary 
space for the Tecumseh branch at 2270 Lake Avenue, at a cost of $1,200 
per month, and at New Haven middle school for a cost $75.00 per month, 
were unanimously approved and ratified. 


DISPOSAL OF SURPLUS EQUIPMENT 


Mr. Carmean moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-37, "Resolution 
Authorizing the Disposal of Surplus Equipment."

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Fortriede presented a report on library service statistics through 
the month of September, 1989, and the year to date. 


Michael Clegg reported on progress at the various construction sites. 


The foundation work has started at the Aboite branch site and should be 
finished next week. At Dupont branch, some block walls are up and the 
floor has been poured and structural steel will be set soon. The 
parking lot is finished except for the finish coat of blacktop. The 
rest of the foundation has been poured at Tecumseh branch, and the 
floor may be poured next week depending on the weather. New Haven 
branch has no new progress to report at this time. 


At Georgetown branch, the ceilings have been painted and electrical 
conduit paths have been cut in the floor. The new mechanical heating 
and cooling systems have not arrived yet. The handicapped ramp is 
finished at Monroeville and work on the interior is progressing. It 
may be two weeks before they re-open. At Shawnee branch all the carpet 
has been laid and the concrete work in the parking lot is finished. 

The work here will be done as soon as the vinyl wall coverings are 
applied in the restrooms, and the concrete work just outside the front 
door is finished. 


Pontiac branch has no new progress to report, but at Harlan branch all 
the exterior work seems to be done except for windows and siding the 
addition. After the interior work is completed the branch will be 
closed for a short time to paint and lay carpet. At Hessen Cassel 
branch, the concrete work is all finished and the adult side has new 
carpet. The juvenile side is next. The roof has been repaired at 
Woodburn branch and interior work is proceeding. The doorways are 
being arranged to reflect the new arrangement. 


At main library, waterproofing work continues and a new retaining wall 
will be built at the corner of Washington and Webster soon. In AMAV 
the video checkout has been moved and AMAV is now set up on the 
northeast side of the second floor. There's no new progress to report 
on galleries 2 and 3. 


Mr. Fortriede noted that Sue Riehm, Assistant Manager of the Business 
and Technology Department, would present a report on computerized 
information searching later in the board meeting. 


REPORT OF COMPENSATION AND PERSONNEL COMMITTEE 


Mr. McMahan, chairman of the Compensation and Personnel Committee, gave 
the following report. 


"The committee has reviewed the library's current pay structure and 
compared this to the goals set forth in the Basnight study of 1987, and 
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to the salaries paid by other employers. The primary objective of our 
compensation program is to offer salaries that will enable the library 
to recruit and retain qualified employees. Comparative salaries were 
obtained from salary surveys specifically targeted to labor markets in 
which the library competes for personnel. The salary ranges we will 
recommend meet the stated objective of the library's compensation 
program. 


"In addition to the establishment of new range minimums and maximums, 
we recommend that each employee receive for 1990 either a 7% increase 
or the new minimum for his or her pay grade, whichever is greater. 


"The library currently offers seven holidays. We recommend the 
addition of one paid holiday beginning in 1990. We recommend that 
Washington's Birthday be designated as the additional holiday and that 
this be a 'floating' holiday for staff. In other words, the library 
will remain open and employees who work that day will be entitled to 
schedule a day off later with management's approval." 


Mr. Andorfer, chairman of the Finance Committee, noted that he had 
reviewed the proposed compensation program and agreed that it was 
within the scope of the library's projected 1990 budget. 


Mr. McMahan entertained guestions from board members and then moved the 
adoption of Resolution No. 1989-38, "Concerning the Establishment and 
Implementation of a New Pay Structure for 1990." The motion carried 
unanimously, and the resolution so adopted is appended to and made a 
part of these minutes. 


Mr. McMahan next moved the adoption of Resolution No. 1989-39, 
"Resolution to Establish a Policy on Library Holidays." The motion 
carried unanimously, and the resolution so adopted is appended to and 
made a part of these minutes.

Koehlinger, Mr. Andorfer, Mr. Carmean, Mrs. Gates, and Mr. McMahan.

On motion of Mrs. Koehlinger the agenda was adopted as presented. 
APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


On motion of Mr. McMahan, the minutes of the regular meeting of 
October 26, 1989, were unanimously approved. On motion of Mrs. 
Koehlinger, the minutes of the meeting for approval of claims of 
November 10, 1989, was approved. 


FINANCIAL REPORT 


Mr. Reitenour presented the monthly financial report for October, 1989. 
A copy of this report is appended to and made a part of these minutes. 


REPORT OF -DLRECTOR 


Mr. Fortriede presented a report on library service statistics through 
the month of October, 1989, and for the year to date. 


Ms. Stanley reported on the status of the library automation project. 
More than 500,000 items have been barcoded and linked to bibliographic 
records in the computer data base. Labeling and linking crews are 
performing admirably. Staffing of the positions has stabilized with a 
fairly low level of turnover. 


Mr. Krull praised the work of Ms. Stanley, Janet Hartzell, Devaun 
Patten, and all staff members working on the automation project. 


Mr. Clegg reported on progress at the various construction sites. 


At Aboite branch the block walls are up except for a portion near the 
entrance. As soon as the steel and roof trusses are set the branch 
will be enclosed. Brick work continues at Dupont branch and the steel 
is set and the roof deck has been laid. The sky light system is 
scheduled to be set in place on December 5, then the branch will be 
enclosed and interior work will begin. At Georgetown branch painting 
and electrical work continues and most of the mechanical equipment has 
been delivered and is being installed. 


ACPL Board of Trustees - November 30, 1989 


There is no new progress at Harlan branch other than work on the 
mechanical systems that continues. All of the critical exterior work 
is finished except for the ramp which will be started as soon as the 
weather improves. Hessen Cassel branch has no new progress to report, 
but Monroeville branch is finally open once again after being delayed 
by a number of last minute details. 


At New Haven branch, electrical work continues, the floor joists are in 
place, and the floor sheathing is completed. Next week it will be 
framed and the trusses for the roof will be set in place. The ramp 
will be completed as soon as the west wall has been waterproofed. The 
west forty feet of Pontiac branch has been cleared out to storage and 
the remaining area is wall to wall books. After the contractor is 
finished in this area we will switch ends and use the new entrance off 
of the parking lot. Woodburn branch, main library, and AMAV have no 
new progress to report. 


Mr. Krull commended Mr. Clegg, Mr. Fortriede, Mr. Johnson, and Mr. 
Mertz, for their outstanding work keeping the capital improvement 
projects on track and on schedule. 


Mr. Krull reported on the sunset review of the state library by the 
legislative committee charged with this responsibility. The Sunset 
Review Committee focused on the issue of state-wide library automation 
in its review of the state library. In response to the legislature's 
concern over the cost of library automation and the need for 
coordination of automation efforts in the state, the library community 
has formed a state-wide automation task force. The task force is 
composed of individuals representing various library interest in the 
state. Its charge is to develop an overall plan for coordinated 
automation and resource sharing programs and report back to the 
legislature by the summer of 1990. The library administration will 
monitor the activities of the task force and keep the board informed of 
developments.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Fortriede was called upon to present a report on library service 
statistics through the month of November, 1989, and for the year to 
date. 


The Friends of the Library have agreed to contribute $10,000 toward the 
purchase of a desk top publishing system for the library's Community 
Relations department. The system is expected to cost $17,000 to 
$18,000 and the library will pick up the remainder. 


Mr. Clegg gave the following report on the capital improvement project. 


Work at Aboite, Dupont, Tecumseh, and New Haven branches will proceed 
as rapidly as possible to get these sites enclosed so crews can work 
inside all winter. The congestion around the old Tecumseh site is due 
to our tapping into the sewer on the south side of the street. 


Georgetown branch will be closed on January 2, and hopefully re-opened 
in its newly remodeled old location on January 15. There is nothing 
new to report at Shawnee branch, and at Monroeville branch there are 
still a few minor details to finish. Waynedale Branch is on schedule 
to re-open on January 2, and according to the contractor, we will be 
able to move back into Harlan branch on January 2. We hope to re-open 
on January 8, but at present are about a week behind that schedule. 


There is nothing new to report from main library, Pontiac, Woodburn, or 
Hessen Cassel branches because of the cold weather. 


Ms. Stanley gave a progress report on the automation project and noted 
that a contract amendment proposal would be brought before the board 
later in the meeting. 


The ACPL Foundation has established a Business, Science, and Technology 
Endowment Fund and a Young People's Endowment Fund to support library 
acquisitions and programs in those respective fields.

RESOLVED, By the Board of Library Trustees, Allen County Public 
Library, Allen County, Indiana, that the library's policy on vacation 
be, and is hereby amended to read as follows, effective January 1, 1990. 


ACCRUAL OF VACATION TIME 


Annual vacation is earned by all full-time and part-time staff. 
Temporary employees are not eligible for vacation. New employees begin 
earning vacation time with the first day of the first full pay period 
after being hired (vacation accrual date), at the rates specified in 
the following table:

New staff members are eligible to use vacation as it is earned with 
managerial approval. 


Full-time staff must take vacations in blocks of five days or more, 
except for five days which may be taken in one-half increments with 
managerial approval. Part-time staff take vacation time in similar 
proportionate amounts. 


Staff members who change to a position that has a different vacation 
accrual rate will begin accruing at the applicable rate effective with 
the first pay period following the appointment to the new position. 
Accumulation rules for the new position will be effective at that time.

A RESOLUTION authorizing Allen County Public Library, 

Allen County, Indiana (the "Issuer"), to make temporary 

loans to meet current running expenses for the use of 

the Issuer’s Operating Fund, in anticipation of and not 

in excess of current taxes levied in the year 1989, and 

collectable in the year 1990; authorizing the issuance 

of temporary loan tax anticipation warrants to evidence 

such loans and the sale of such warrants to the Indiana 

Bond Bank; and appropriating and pledging the taxes to 

be received in such fund to the punctual payment of such 

warrants including the interest thereon. 

WHEREAS, the ‘'reasurer (the "Treasurer") of the Board of 

Trustees (the "Board") of the Issuer has represented and the 
Board now finds that there will be an insufficient amounts in the 
Operating Fund of the Issuer to meet the current running expenses 
of the Issuer payable from such Fund during the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1990,' and prior to the respective June and 
December settlement and distribution of taxes levied for such 


Fund; and 


WHEREAS, the Board now finds that an emergency exists 
for the borrowing of money to pay current running expenses and 
that temporary loans for the Operating Fund for such purposes 
should be made and that temporary loan tax anticipation warrants 
evidencing such loans should be issued and sold, subject to the 
terms and conditions set forth herein and in accordance with the 


provisions of Indiana law; and 


WHEREAS, the levy proposed for collection for the 
Operating Fund in the year 1990 is estimated to produce in the 
aggregate an amount equal to or in excess of the principal and 


interest cost of making temporary loans for such Fund for each of 


the six-month periods, the first ending June 29, 1990 (the "First 
Borrowing Period"), and the second ending December 31, 1990 (the 
"Second Borrowing Period") (the First Borrowing Period and the 
Second Borrowing Period shall collectively be defined as the 


"Borrowing Periods"); and 


WHEREAS, a necessity exists for the making of temporary 
loans evidenced by temporary loan tax anticipation warrants for 
the Operating Fund in anticipation of the receipt of current 
revenues for such Fund actually levied and in the course of 
collection for the year 1990 and the Board hereby authorizes the 
making of temporary loans to procure the amounts necessary, in 
combination with other available amounts, to meet such current 
running expenses for such Fund for each Borrowing Period and to 
pay necessary costs incurred in connection with the issuance and 
sale of temporary loan tax anticipation warrants to evidence such 


temporary loans; and 


WHEREAS, the Issuer has not previously issued temporary 
loan tax anticipation warrants payable from 1990 tax revenues 


with respect to the Operating Fund; and 


WHEREAS, the Board seeks to authorize the issuance of 
such temporary loan tax anticipation warrants with respect to the 
Operating Fund for each Borrowing Period and the sale of such 
warrants to the Indiana Bond Bank (the "Bond Bank") pursuant to 
the provisions of Indiana Code 5-1.5, subject to and dependent 


upon the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


OF ALLEN COUNTY PUBLIC LIBRARY, ALLEN COUNTY, INDIANA: 


Section 1. It is hereby found and declared that an 
emergency exists for the borrowing of money and therefore the 
Issuer is hereby authorized to make temporary loans to meet 
current running expenses pursuant to the provisions of Indiana 
Code 20-14-3 for the use and benefit of the Operating Fund of the 
Issuer for each of the Borrowing Periods in anticipation of 
current tax revenues actually levied and in the course of 
collection for such Fund for the year 1990, which loans shall be 
evidenced by temporary loan tax anticipation warrants of the 
Issuer (the "Warrants"). A separate Warrant shall be issued for 
each Borrowing Period and each Warrant shall be dated as of its 
respective date of delivery. The Warrant issued for the First 
Borrowing Period shall mature and be payable on June 29, 1990 in 
a principal amount not to exceed $1,588,295, and the Warrant 
issued for the Second Borrowing Period shall mature and be 
payable on December 31, 1990, in a principal amount not to exceed 
$1,603,150. The Warrants shall bear interest prior to maturity 
at a rate or rates per annum not to exceed a maximum of four 
percent (4%), the exact rate or rates to be determined under the 
terms of an advance funding agreement between the Bond Bank and 
the Issuer substantially in the form attached to this Resolution 
as Exhibit A (the "Advance Funding Agreement"), in accordance 
with the provisions of Indiana Code 5-1.5. Interest shall be 


computed from the date of each temporary loan made to the Issuer 


by the Bond Bank under the Advance Funding Agreement (each an 
"Advance") to the date of payment, based on the average daily 
balance of Advances outstanding, all as further set forth under 
the Advance Funding Agreement. Any Warrant not timely paid will 
bear interest at a rate or rates not to exceed twelve percent 
(12%) per annum after maturity. Interest shall be calculated on 
the basis of a 365-day year and the actual number of borrowing 


days elapsed. 


Section 2. The officers of the Issuer are authorized to 
deliver a principal amount of the Warrant for a Borrowing Period 
up to or less than the maximum amount established in Section 1 
hereof in order to comply with any requirements of the Bond Bank. 
The Issuer shall have cnesoption to prepay Advances under the 
Warrants pursuant to the terms of the Advance Funding Agreement 
and, to the extent that prior to maturity the Issuer shall have 
received payment of part or all of the taxes in anticipation of 
which a Warrant has been issued, the Treasurer is authorized and 
directed to prepay such Advances pursuant to the terms of the 
Advance Funding Agreement. The Warrant for each Borrowing Period 
will be delivered at the time of the first Advance for such 
Borrowing Period or otherwise as appropriate and in accordance 
with the terms of the Advance Funding Agreement. All subsequent 
Advances during such Borrowing Period will be drawn on the 
Warrant not more frequently than weekly in the amount needed by 
the Issuer each month based on the Period Allocation and Monthly 
Allocation (both defined and set forth in the Advance Funding 


Agreement) for such Borrowing Period as determined by the Bond

THIS ADVANCE FUNDING AGREEMENT has been executed as of this __ day of 
, 1989, by the INDIANA BOND BANK (the “Bond Bank"), a public body 
corporate and politic organized under the laws of the State of Indiana, and 
(the “Qualified Entity"), a political 
subdivision of the State of Indiana (the "State"). 


RECITALS 


ans The Bond Bank was created by and exists under the provisions of Indiana 
Code 5-1.5 (the “Act") for the public purposes and for the exercise of powers 
established and authorized therein, including the power to issue its bonds or 
notes and to purchase securities of qualified entities, as defined in the Act. 


* be The Qualified Entity is a duly existing political subdivision of the 
State and is a “qualified entity" within the meaning of the Act, lawfully 
empowered to undertake all transactions and execute all documents mentioned or 
contemplated herein, including the issuance in accordance with the provisions of 
Indiana Code of warrants in anticipation of the receipt of ad 
valorem taxes levied and in the course of collection (the “Warrants"). 


3 The Bond Bank has established its Composite Advance Funding Program 
(the "Program") under which the Bond Bank will purchase Warrants of qualified 
entities participating in the Program, and the Bond Bank has issued its 
Composite Advance Funding Program Notes, Series 1989 (the “Notes"), for the 
purpose of providing funds to finance the Program. 


4. In connection with the issuance of the Notes, the Bond Bank has entered 
into a Note Indenture dated as of April 1, 1989 (the “Indenture"), between the 
Bond Bank and INB National Bank, Indianapolis, Indiana, as Trustee (the 
“Trustee"), pursuant to which the Notes have been issued and all of the rights 
of the Bond Bank under this Agreement have been assigned to and assumed by the 
Trustee to secure the Notes. 


5. The Bond Bank and the Qualified Entity desire to set out the terms and 
conditions governing the purchase of Warrants by the Bond Bank from the 
Qualified Entity and the making of Advances thereunder. 


AGREEMENT 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual covenants 


contained herein, the Bond Bank and the Qualified Entity hereby agree as 
follows: 


SECTION 1. Definitions. As used in this Agreement, unless a different 
meaning is clearly indicated by the context, the following words will have the 
following definitions: 


"Advance" means any payment of funds by the Trustee on behalf of the Bond 
Bank to the Qualified Entity pursuant to the Bond Bank‘s purchase of a Warrant. 


“Advance Distribution” means, with respect to any fund or funds of a 
Qualified Entity upon which Warrants have been issued, any receipt by the 
Qualified Entity of tax collections from its County Auditor in advance of final 
settlement and distribution of such tax collection for such fund or funds. 


"Agreement" means this Advance Funding Agreement between the Bond Bank and 
the Qualified Entity, as amended or supplemented from time to time. 


“Auditor™ or “County Auditor" means the authorized officer of the county in 
which the Qualified Entity is located with jurisdiction and responsibility for 
the remittance of tax revenues collected for the Qualified Entity. 


“Authorized Official™ means the duly elected or appointed Treasurer, 
Controller, Clerk-Treasurer, School Superintendent, School Business Manager or 


other designated official of the Qualified Entity or, to the extent permitted by 
law, an authorized deputy thereof. 


“Borrowing Period" means (a) the period from July 1, 1989 to December 31, 
1989, and each six-month period from January 1 through June 30 and from July 1 
through December 31 thereafter during 1990 and 1991 or (b) such other period as 
may be established by the Bond Bank and approved by Standard & Poor’s 
Corporation under this Agreement. 


"Business Day" means any day other than a Saturday, a Sunday, a legal 
holiday or any other day on which banking institutions in Indiana or New York 
are authorized by law to close or to remain closed. 

“Code" means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended and in effect on 
the date of delivery of any Warrants hereunder, together with the applicable 
judicial decisions and published rulings and any applicable regulations 
promulgated or proposed thereunder or under the Internal Revenue Code of 1954. 


“Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit" means, with respect to any fund of a 
Qualified Entity upon which Warrants are issued and with respect to a4 stated 
period, the amount by which (i) disbursements paid or to be paid that would 
ordinarily be paid from such fund out of ad valorem property tax revenues and 
other revenues of such fund exceed (ii) amounts available (exclusive of Warrant 
proceeds) for the payment of such disbursements during such period. 


“Fiscal Year" means, when applied to the Qualified Entity, the fiscal year 
of the Qualified Entity which commences on the first day of January of a 
calendar year and terminates on the last day of December of such year and, when 
applied to the Bond Bank, the fiscal year of the Bond Bank which commences on 
the first day of July and terminates on the last day of June of the following 
calendar year. 


“Indenture” means the Note Indenture dated as of April 1, 1989, between the 
Bond Bank and the Trustee, as amended or supplemented from time to time. 


“Initial Term" means the remaining portion of the Fiscal Year of the 
Qualified Entity following the date of this Agreement. 


“Monthly Allocation“ means that portion of the Period Allocation permitted 
to be borrowed by a Qualified Entity during any particular month in a Sorrowing, 
Period. 


“Opinion of Bond Counsel” means a written opinion of a nationally recognized 
law firm experienced in matters relating to the tax exemption of interest 
payable on obligations of states and their instrumentalities and political 
subdivisions, and which is acceptable to the Bond Bank and the Trustee. 


“Outstanding,” or “outstanding Warrant” means the unpaid amount of any 
& y 


Warrant purchased by the Bond Bank pursuant to this Agreement and not 
theretofore paid by the Qualified Entity. 


“Period Allocation" means the aggregate amount that has been established by 
the Bond Bank pursuant to Section 3.1 of this Agreement for deposit into the 
Warrant Purchase Account of the Qualified Entity in order to fund the purchase 
of Warrants during a Borrowing Period and the making of Advances thereunder 
during such Borrowing Period in an amount limited to the sum of the Monthly 
Allocations for such Borrowing Period as determined from time to time pursuant 
to Section 3.1 of this Agreement.” 


"Reinvestment Rate I" means the rate of 6.51% per annun. 
“Reinvestment Rate II" means the rate of 9.76% per annum. 
“Renewal Term" means the 1990 or 1991 Fiscal Year of the Qualified Entity. 


"Small Issue Certificate" means, with respect to any Borrowing Period or Tax 
Period, a certificate of a Qualified Entity, delivered either separately or in 
connection with any other required certification and satisfactory in form and 
substance to the Bond Bank, together with such supporting schedules, 
documentation and data as may be requested by the Bond Bank, to the effect that, 
for the calendar year in which such Borrowing Period or Tax Period takes place, 
Warrants issued by the Qualified Entity will be exempt from rebate of any and 
all arbitrage earnings to the United States government by reason of 
qualification under the requirements of Section 148(f£)(4)(C) of the Code. 


"Standard & Poor’s" means Standard & Poor’s Corporation, a New York 
corporation, its successors and assigns, and in the event such corporation or 
its successor no longer performs the function of a securities rating agency, any 
other nationally recognized rating agency designated by the Bond Bank with 
notice to the Qualified Entity. 


“Tax Period" means the six-month period beginning on the date of issuance of 
any Warrants under the Program. 


“Trustee" means INB National Bank, Indianapolis, Indiana, as Trustee under 
the Indenture, or any successor trustee thereunder. 


“Warrant” means an obligation issued by the Qualified Entity in anticipation 
of the receipt of ad valorem taxes levied and in the course of collection and 
sold to the Bond Bank in accordance with the provisions of the Indenture and 
this Agreement. 


“Warrant Purchase Account" means the Warrant Purchase Account established 
for the Qualified Entity in the Warrant Purchase Fund held by the Trustee under 
the Indenture. : 


For the purposes of this Agreement, (i) when reference is made to the 
purchase of Warrants, such reference shall be deemed also to refer to an Advance 
to the Qualified Entity thereunder from time to time; and (ii) references to the 
due date for payment of Warrants shall include the dates specified in such 
Warrants required for repayments of Advances made pursuant to such Warrant. 


Terms defined in the Indenture and not defined in this Agreement shall, for 


the purposes of this Agreement, have the meanings ascribed to them in the 
Indenture. 


ECTION 2. Representations. 


2.1 Representations by the Bond Bank. The Bond Bank hereby represents and 
warrants to the Qualified Entity that: 


a. The Bond Bank is a public body corporate and politic of the State of 
Indiana established and existing under the Act and has full power and authority 
to enter into this Agreement and to perform its obligations hereunder; 


DE By all required action, this Agreement and the Indenture and their 
respective execution and delivery have been duly adopted, authorized and 
approved by the Bond Bank in all respects; and 


Cc The execution and delivery by the Bond Bank of this Agreement and the 
performance by the Bond Bank of its obligations hereunder will not violate or 
result in a breach of any of the terms of, or constitute a default under, the 
Act, any indenture, mortgage, deed of trust, lease, agreement or other 
instrument to which the Bond Bank is a party or by which it is bound. 


2.2 Representations of the Qualified Entitv. The Qualified Entity hereby 
represents and warrants to the Bond Bank that: 


al The Qualified Entity is a duly organized and existing of 
the State and constitutes a “qualified entity" within the meaning of the Aci; 


b. The Qualified Entity has full power and authority to enter into this 
Agreement and perform its obligations hereunder; 


Cu By all required action, the Qualified Entity has duly authorized the 
execution and delivery of this Agreement; 


d. The execution and delivery of this Agreement by the Qualified Entity 
and its performance of its obligations hereunder will not conflict with or 
result in a breach under or constitute a default under any indenture, mortgage, 
deed of trust, lease, agreement or other instrument to which the Qualified 
Entity is a party or by which it is bound; 


e. There is no litigation pending or, to the knowledge of the Qualified 
Entity, threatened that (i) challenges or questions the validity or bindings 
effect of this Agreement or the authority or ability of the Qualified Entity to 
execute and deliver this Agreement and perform its obligations hereunder or 
(ii) would, if adversely determined, have a significant adverse effect on the 
ability of the Qualified ,Entityrto meetuitsvobligetions under tthis Agreement; 


a The Qualified Entity has not, at any time during the last 4O years, 
failed to pay when due interest or principal on, and is not now in default 


under, any bond, note, warrant or other evidence of obligation or indebtedness 
of the Qualified Entity; 


gB- The Quaiified Entity has, during its three most recent Fiscal Years, 


achieved an ad valorem property tax collection rate of at least 85% of net 
assessed property taxes; 


h. All information furnished by the Qualified Entity to the Bond Bank or 
any other person in connection with the computation of the Period Allocations 


and the Monthly Allocations for the Qualified Entity is accurate and complete in 
all material respects; 


Ee The Qualified Entity has not purchased and will not purchase, pursuant 
to any arrangement, formal or informal, the Notes in an amount related to the 
Warrants; 


aie The Qualified Entity has taken or will take all proceedings required by 
law to enable it to issue and sell the Warrants to the Bond Bank pursuant to 
this Agreement; 


k. Unless the Qualified Entity has delivered to the Bond Bank a Small 
Issue Certificate in accordance with this Agreement, the maximum anticipated 
Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit with respect to each fund upon which the Warrants 
of the Qualified Entity will be issued during any Borrowing Period will be 
demonstrably expected to exceed ninety percent (90%) of the proceeds of the 
Warrants issued for such fund during such Borrowing Period; and 


1. With respect to Warrants issued during any Borrowing Period, and as a 
pre-condition to the issuance and sale of such Warrants, there shall be levied 
and in the course of collection ad valorem taxes in an amount in excess of the 
amount of the Warrants. 


Each of the foregoing representations and warranties will be deemed to 
have been made by the Qualified Entity as of the date of this Agreement and as 
of the date of any purchase of or Advance under Warrants made by the Bond Bank 
hereunder. 


SECTION 3. Obligation of Bond Bank to Purchase Warrants. 


3.1 Allocation. (a) Prior to the execution and delivery of this Agreement, 
the Quaiified Entity has filed with the Trustee a certificate executed by an 
Authorized Official of the Qualified Entity setting forth (i) the amount 
received or estimated to be received into each applicable fund during each month 
of its 1987, 1988 and 1989 Fiscal Years, (ii) the amount expended or estimated 
to be expended from each such applicable fund during each month of each such 
Fiscal Year, and (iii) the amounts representing or estimated to represent the 
balance in each applicable fund as of the end of each month of each such Fiscal 
Year. On the basis of such certification and in reliance thereon, the Bond 
Bank, with the approval of Standard & Poor‘’s, has projected and allocated to the 
Qualified Entity for each Borrowing Period a Period Allocation and individual 
Monthly Allocations as set forth in Exhibit A attached hereto and incorporated 
herein. The Qualified Entity acknowledges and agrees that the Period 
Allocations and each of the Monthly Allocations set forth in Exhibit A have been 
prepared by the Bond Bank based solely upon the information and certifications 
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of che Qualified Entity, and the Qualified Entity, by execution of this 
Agreement, hereby ratifies and confirms as of the date hereof the information 


contained therein and approves and agrees to the Period Allocations and Monthly 
Allocations set forth in Exhibit A. 


(b) The Bond Bank may reduce or terminate the Period Allocation or any 
Monthly Allocation available to the Qualified Entity in any Borrowing Period, 
and with respect to any and all Borrowing Periods thereafter, in the event that 
(i) with respect to any Borrowing Period commencing on or after July 1, 1990, 
the Qualified Entity has not elected to sell Warrants to the Bond Bank hereunder 
during the then-current or immediately preceding Borrowing Period or (ii) the 
Bond Bank determines that the previously designated Period Allocations or 
Monthly Allocations have been underutilized by the Qualified Entity. 


{c) Subject to the provisions of Section 4.9 of the Indenture, the Bond 
Bank may establish and amend Exhibit A to reflect the establishment of new 
Period Allocations or new Monthly Allocations for the Qualified Entity 
acceptable to Standard & Poor’s for any Borrowing Period or Renewal Term. 


3.2 Purchase of Warrants and Advances. During each Borrowing Period of the 
Initial Term and of any Renewal Term of this Agreement, so long as the Qualified 
Entity (i) is not in default in the payment of any Warrants purchased by the 
Bond Bank pursuant to this Agreement or in the performance of any of its other 
obligations under this Agreement and (ii) the Qualified Entity has filed with 
the Bond Bank, not later than the first (lst) day of the month immediately 
preceding the commencement date of the Borrowing Period, the prescribed form of 
its notice of intention to sell Warrants to the Bond Bank during such Borrowing 
Period, the Bond Bank shall purchase a Warrant or Warrants tendered by the 
Qualified Entity and shall make Advances to the Qualified Entity pursuant 
thereto. The Bond Bank shall make Advances to the Qualified Entity on any 
Wednesday (or, if Wednesday is not a Business Day, on the next Business Day 
thereafter) during the Borrowing Period upon receipt by the Trustee from the 
Qualified Entity of a notice of request for Advance at least seven (7) days 
prior to the date for which such Advance is requested, unless a shorter notice 
period is expressly agreed to by the Bond Bank; provided, that the outstanding 
balance of Advances to the Qualified Entity with respect to Warrants issued on a 
particular fund for any Borrowing Period shall not exceed at any time either the 
Period Allocation for the Qualified Entity for such Borrowing Period or the 
aggregate Monthly Allocations for the Qualified Entity through and including 
such month in the Borrowing Period, without the prior consent of the Bond Bank. 


3.3 Terms of Purchase. The purchase price of each Warrant or each Advance 
made hereunder shall be par. The Warrants purchased or Advances made thereunder 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 3.2 hereof shall bear interest prior to 
their due date or dates at the rate or rates set forth therein, with such rates 
not to exceed four percent (4.0%) per annum, and with such exact rate or rates 
to be determined by the Bond Bank as of the first day of January and the first 
day of July of each year. To the extent permitted by law and in accordance with 
Section 3.6 of this Agreement or otherwise by the determination of the Bond 
Bank, any Warrant upon which interest at the stated rate is not paid on or 
before the due date shall bear interest at Reinvestment Rate I or Reinvestment 
Rate II thereafter until paid. 


3.4 Method of Payment. The Bond Bank shall make payment for the Warrants 


purchased by it or Advances made by it pursuant to this Agreement by causing, the 
Trustee to make payment therefor to the Qualified Entity from the Warrant 
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Purchase Account established for the Qualified Entity within the Warrant 
Purchase Fund under the Indenture. 


3.5 Periodic Statements. At the time of each Warrant purchase or Advance, 
the Bond Bank shall cause the Trustee to prepare and send to the Authorized 
Official a statement setting forth the amount of the Period Allocation of the 
Qualified Entity for the then-current Borrowing Period, the outstanding balance 
of Advances and the available balance in the Qualified Entity’‘s Warrant Purchase 
Account for the then-current Borrowing Period. 


3.6 Payment of Warrants. Prior to the due date of each Warrant, the 
Trustee will give notice to the Authorized Official that payment is due thereon; 
provided, that any failure by the Trustee to give such notice shall not relieve 
the Qualified Entity of its obligation to repay its Warrants, at their stated 
rate of interest, when due. In any event, the Trustee shall present Warrants 
for payment on or before their due date, which shall be a Business Day not 
earlier than the date on which the Qualified Entity expects that it will have 
received tax collections sufficient to retire such Warrant and not later than 
the applicable June 30 or December 31 following the receipt by the Qualified 
Entity of tax collections in anticipation of which such Warrants have been 
issued. The Qualified Entity agrees to provide for the timely payment of the 
Warrants in funds that are received by and available for immediate transfer or 
investment by the Trustee on or before 12:00 noon, Indianapolis time, on the due 
date. Payments received after 12:00 noon, Indianapolis time, on the due date 
will bear interest at (i) Reinvestment Rate I, if the next succeeding calendar 
day is not also a Business Day, and through and until 12:00 noon on the next 
succeeding calendar’ day which is also a Business Day, and thereafter at 
Reinvestment Rate II until paid in full or (ii) Reinvestment Rate II until paid 
in full, if the next succeeding calendar day is also a Business Day. 


3.7 Request for Advance Distributions. During each Borrowing Period in 
which it is participating in the Program, the Qualified Entity shall, not later 
than thirty (30) days prior to the due date of its Warrants for such Borrowing 
Period, submit a request in accordance with Indiana law to the Auditor for an 
Advance Distribution of not less than ninety-five percent (95%) of tax 
collections for each fund in anticipation of which its Warrants have been issued 
and sold to the Bond Bank under the Program. 


3.8 Prepayment. The Qualified Entity shall be permitted to prepay, on the 
first or the fifteenth day or the next applicable Business Day (each a 
“Prepayment Date") of any month during each Borrowing Period, all or any portion 
of the principal amount of Outstanding Warrants without any premium for 
prepayment. The Qualified Entity shall also be permitted to pay the entire 
amount of principal of and interest accrued on its Warrants on and as of the 
date of final settlement of tax distributions for the fund or funds in 
anticipation of which the Warrants have been issued (the “Final Settlement 
Date"). Unless otherwise provided by the Bond Bank, to the extent that the 
Qualified Entity receives any Advance Distribution from the County Auditor of 
tax collections anticipated by the Warrants, the Qualified Entity shall be 
required to repay to the Bond Bank, on the next succeeding Prepayment Date, the 


entire amount of such Advance Distribution less (i) the aggregate amount, if 
any, of the unused Period Allocation for such Qualified Entity remaining for the 
then-current Borrowing Period and (ii) the aggregate amount, if any, of Advance 


Distributions! projveatedwstogibe™receined Eby) the Qualified ,Entitye;duringia the 
remainder of the then-current Borrowing Period which have been reflected in the 
financial information previously submitted to the Bond Bank pursuant to 


Section 3.1, Section 4.1 or Section 6 of this Agreement. All prepayments 
required to be made by the Qualified Entity on any Prepayment Date shall be made 
in funds that are available for immediate transfer or investment by the Trustee 
on or before 12:00 noon, Indianapolis time, on such Prepayment Date, and any 
required prepayments received after such date and time due shall bear interest 
at Reinvestment Rate I, to the extent permitted by law. In the event of any 
Advance Distribution to the Qualified Entity as described in this Section 3.8, 
and pending the payment to the Bond Bank of all or a portion of such Advance 
Distribution to the extent required hereunder, the Qualified Entity shall keep 
the amount of such Advance Distribution invested in investment securities 
specified in Section 5.4 of this Agreement from the date of their receipt until 
the applicable Prepayment Date. In the event of prepayment under this 
Section 3.8, the Trustee shall send to the Authorized Official a statement of 
the remaining unused Period Allocation and the individual Monthly Allocations 
for the balance of the Borrowing Period based upon the principal amount of 
Warrants still Outstanding (adjusted to reflect such prepayment) and the due 
date or dates with respect thereto. 


SECTION 4. Further Conditions and Limitations. 


4.1 Budget and _ Levy. Prior to the purchase by the Bond Bank of any 
Warrants, the Qualified Entity shall have filed with the Trustee each of the 
following: 


a. A certificate, executed by the Authorized Official, stating: 


i. The amount of the Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit projected 
to occur in each of the funds of the Qualified Entity 
for which Advances will be made and Warrants will be 
purchased during each month of each Borrowing Period; 


ii. The amount of taxes estimated by the Auditor or his or 
her deputy to be collected for and distributed to the 
Qualified Entity on the date of settlement for each of 
the funds in anticipation of which the Warrants are to 
be issued; and 


iii. That the Qualified Entity (A) has duly, regularly and 
properly adopted a budget for the then-current Fiscal 
Year setting forth expected revenues and probable 
expenditures, (B) has complied with all statutory and 
regulatory requirements with respect to the adoption of 
such budget, and (C) will expend the proceeds of the 
Warrants for lawful purposes provided for in the budget; 


b. A copy of the resolutions or ordinances of the Qualified Entity 
authorizing the issuance of such Warrants or Advances thereunder and 
appropriating and pledging funds for their repayment, certified by an authorized 
officer of the Qualified Entity, or extracts so certified from the minutes of 
the meeting of the Qualified Entity at which such resolutions or ordinances were 
adopted, setting forth such resolutions or ordinances in full; 


G.: An Opinion of Bond Counsel, in form and substance acceptable to the 
Bond?) Bank«andsathe Trustee sito «the effect) that ithe: Warrants. bear) interest that as 
excludable from gross income under Section 103 of the Code for purposes of 


federal income taxation. 


d. A signed copy of the opinion of counsel to the Qualified Entity 


substantially in the form attached hereto as Exhibit C or a certificate of such 
counsel to such effect; 


Se A copy of the transcript of proceedings in which the Qualified Entity 
has authorized the issuance and sale of the Warrants to the Bond Bank; and 


iv All other documents reasonably required by bond counsel for the Bond 
Bank. 


4.2 Advances. Prior to receiving each Advance, the Qualified Entity shall 
furnish to the Trustee a certificate of an Authorized Official of the Qualified 
Entity to the following effect: that there has been no material adverse change 
in the matters set forth in the certificate delivered to the Trustee pursuant to 
Section 4.1 of this Agreement; that the amount outstanding on the Warrant does 
not exceed the Period Allocation of the Qualified Entity or the aggregate 
Monthly Allocations unless the Bond Bank has consented in writing to the excess 


amount; and that funds for repayment of the Advance have been appropriated and 
pledged. 


4.3 Timing. The Qualified Entity may approve the issuance of Warrants for 
a Renewal Term prior to January 1 of the Fiscal Year of the Renewal Term, but 
the Qualified Entity shall not issue and deliver and the Bond Bank shall not be 
obligated to make payment for such Warrants prior to such January 1. 


4.4 Additional Limitation. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
Agreement, and unless the Qualified Entity has provided the Bond Bank and the 
Trustee with a Small Issue Certificate with respect to such Tax Period, the 
maximum Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit for the Tax Period during which any 
Warrants are issued and sold hereunder must be reasonably anticipated to exceed 
Ninety percent (90%) of the aggregate amount of proceeds of warrants (including 
but not limited to Warrants issued under this Agreement) and other obligations 
issued by the Qualified Entity in any Borrowing Period, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Indiana Code, in anticipation of the receipt of revenues 
levied and in the course of collection for the applicable fund. In addition, 
the aggregate amount of Warrants issued and sold hereunder, with respect to any 
Borrowing Period, shall not exceed the lesser of either (i) eighty percent (80%) 
of the tax levy for such Borrowing Period with respect to the fund or funds upon 
which such Warrants: are issued or (ii) such other lower amount as may be 
required with respect to the Qualified Entity in accordance with Indiana law. 


(b) Notwithstanding any other provision of this Agreement, the Bond Bank 
shall not be obligated to purchase any Warrant of the Qualified Entity if the 
Bond Bank is then in default or in violation or breach of any covenant or 
agreement under the Indenture or if such purchase would cause the Bond Bank to 


be in default, violation or breach of any covenant or agreement under the 
indenture:

5.2 Walid and Binding Obligations. The Qualified Entity shall issue all 
Warrants to be purchased by the Bond Bank in compliance with the statutes of the 
State so that such Warrants will be the valid, binding and enforceable 
obligations of the Qualified Entity for the payment of the sums set forth 
therein from the funds pledged to their payment. 


5.3 Form of Warrants. The Qualified Entity shall issue Warrants which are 
to be purchased by the Bond Bank in a form which shall be in compliance with the 
statutes of the State and substantially in the form attached hereto as 
Exhibit B, with appropriate modifications for the type of political subdivision 
represented by the Qualified Entity. 


5.4 Prompt Payment and Prepayment of Warrants. The Qualified Entity shall 
cause the Authorized Official to pay the Warrants whenever sufficient funds from 
any source, including any Advance Distributions to the Qualified Entity by the 
Auditor, are available to the Qualified Entity for the payment or prepayment of 
such Warrants and are required to be paid or prepaid pursuant to Section 3.6 and 
Section 3.8 of this Agreement. The Qualified Entity shall in any event make all 
payments on Warrants in funds that are received by and availatle for immediate 
transfer or investment by the Trustee on or before 12:00 noon, Indianapolis 
time, on the date or dates that any prepayment or final payment on such Warrants 
is due. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Qualified Entity agrees that, should 
receipts of ad valorem property taxes or moneys in lieu thereof be held for 
payment or prepayment to the Bond Bank by the Qualified Entity at any time prior 
to such payment or prepayment, whether in accordance with Section 3.8 of this 
Agreement or otherwise, such receipts shall be invested temporarily in 
investments which (i) mature no later than the due dates of such Warrants or the 
next succeeding Prepayment Date, if prepayment is required pursuant to 
Section 3.8 of this Agreement, and (ii) are limited solely to interest-bearing 
time deposits or certificates of deposit of any bank, trust company or national 
banking association which is a member of the Federal Reserve System and which is 
designated as a depository under and a participant in the Public Deposits 
Insurance Fund of the State of Indiana. 


5.5 Prohibition Against Certain Other Borrowing. Notwithstanding any other 
provision of this Agreement to the contrary, for so long as any Warrant is 
Outstanding which has been issued in anticipation of revenues of a fund, the 
Qualified Entity shall not, without the consent of the Bond Bank, issue any 
warrant or comparable obligation in anticipation of the revenues budgeted for 
such fund for the then-current Fiscal Year. 


5.6 Reporting. The Qualified Entity shall file with the Bond Bank on or 
before December 1 of the Initial Term and December 1 of each Renewal Term a

In addition, the Qualified Entity shall file 
with the Bond Bank, on or before February 28, 1990 and on or before February 28, 
199i its two Form 9s.(in theycase jt, a School Corporation) or its annual,report 
filed with the State Board of Accounts forthe preceding calendar year. 


5.7 Additional Six-Month Reports Relating to Cumulative Cash Flow Deficit. 
Unless waived in writing by the Bond Bank, the Qualified Entity shall make 
available to the Bond Bank, within thirty (30) days after the end of each 
Borrowing Period and with respect to each fund upon which Warrants have been 
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issued by the Qualified Entity during such prior Borrowing Period or are 
anticipated to be issued by the Qualified Entity during the following Borrowing 
Period, such information relating to the revenues actually realized and funds 
actually expended within each and every such fund during such prior Borrowing
